WEAK ONES CARRIED INTO THE DEEP. 
WATERERS, WHERE THEY PERISHED. 


The Stricken Region Detted With Homes 
of Warmers and Memesteaders and 
Lamber Campe Hundreds ef Build- 
imgs Destroyed—Theose Whe Avoided 
Death Are Homeless and Without 
Food—Dry Weather Exbarcing the 
Greedimess eof the Flames Crepes 
Destroyed. 


Briefly summarizea, the Wisconsin forest 
fires as follows:The city of Phillips ts entirely 
wiped out; the city of Mason is practically 
Gestroyed, with the White River Lumber Co. 
and 80,000,000 feet of lumber; headquarters of 
the Ashland Lumber Co., negr Shore’s Oross- 
fig, is entirely wiped out; a special 
train on the Omaha, consisting of 
sixteen cars and the locomotive 
were all burned, having broken through the 
Dridge neear Ashland Junction; the camps 
ofthe Thompson Lumber Co. are burned at 
White River; two bridges onthe main line 
ofthe Omaha Rallroad ang two bridges on 
the Wisconsin Central Ratlroad, both on the 
main line south of Ashianda. 

These are the losses specifically, besides 
the above, the damage to timber and loss 
scattered through the woods to individual 
homesteaders, houses and other property, 
to cut cord wood, te., will ewell the general 
Gamage to appalling figures. Several 
parties of berry pickers from 
Ashland narrowly escaped with their lives, 
dnd it te almost certain that some of the 

Momesteaders scattered through the 
urning timber have perished in the flames 
less they have in some manner escaped 
rough the suffocating flames and smoke. 
Refugees have begun to arrive at Ashiand. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 28.—Thirty-nine 
bulldings out of 700 stand amid smoke and 
ashes on the site of what was yesterday the 
flourishing city of Phillips, the county seat 
of Price County and one ot the wealthiest 
and most prosperous of all the towns in the 
timber regions of Wisconsin and 3,000 are 
homeless, andexcept those who have been 
Offered shelter in the neighboring towns, 
whose people will themselves passa sleep- 
less hight through the fear that the fierce 
Ores raging in the forests on all sides will 
sweep away their homesat any hour, will 
have no covering for their worn-out bodies 
to-night. 

Worse than all, at least thirteen people are 
Known to have lost their lives. 

The dead are: 

James LOCKE, Dutcher; wife and five chil- 
Gren. 

Faak Ovies, in charge of the dry kilns of 
the John R. Davis Lumber Co., and 2-year- 
old child. 

Mrs. DAVID Baron, wife of the foreman 
ofthe Fayttte Shaw Tannery, and two chil- 
dren. Mr. Bryden was also supposed to 
have died, but returned here to-night, hav- 
ing been away from the city only to hear that 
bis family bad perished. 

Unknown man. 

Most of the dead were Growned in Elk Lake 
while trying to escape from the fire. The 
goknown man’s body was found in the ruins 
ot the house of F. W. Sackett, editor of the 
Phillips Times. 

THE PROPERTY Loss. 

The property loss cannot at this time be 
accurately estimated, but it will reach at 
least $1,250,000. The immense plant of the 
John R. Davis Lamber Co. isa total loss, 
amounting to between $500,000 and $600,000. 
On this property there is an insurance 
equal to at least four-fifths the value of the 
plant. Ot the rest of the city about half of 
the property was insured. Many of the 
poorer people carried no insurance on their 
Domes, and they have lost everything. 
There were many fine business blocks and 

te residences in the city, and every one

HOW LIVES WERE LOST. 

It was during the first fire that the loss 
of life occurred. Driven frantic by the rush - 
ing gale of flames, the families of James 
Locke, Frank Cliss and Dave Bryden gath- 
ered hurriealy in their arms all their pos- 
sessions that they coula and made for 
@ floating boathouse that was tied to 
the town bridge near the box factory. 
The ropes were cut and the occupants 
thought the gale would drive them across 
the lake, where the flames would not reach 
them, but the raft was arickety affair and 
Overloaded, and most terrible ofall, the f 
seemed to create a current ef air 
that pulled them directly tewardsthe great 
— of burning lumber on the lake shore, 

he raft began to sink and with death by 
fre facing them on one side and drowning 
on the other the boats were resorted to, bat 
inthe gale they capsized almost instantly 
andall perished with the exception of Mrs. 
Oliss, who was found floating this mornin 
on the opposite side of the lake clinging with 
desperation to a boat. 


RAILROADS TO THE RESCUE. 

When it became evident that the city was 
threatened with destruction the John R. 
Davis Lumber Oo. made up a train of its cars 
and sought to take the women and children 


to a place of safety on the little Elk branch. 
The train had roceeded but a little 
way, however, when the bridge across 
the stream was discovered to be 
burned and the train with its cargo of human 
freight was forced to return to the city and 
run the gauntiet of fame and smoke. In the 
meantime permission had been received to 
use the main tracks ofthe Oentral road, and 
the homeless people were carried south 
twelve miles to Prentice. The ple of 
Prentice opened wide their homes, but there 
was not room for all the crowd of men, 
women and children. 

About llo’clock at nightthe fire-fighters 
who had remained on the scene betook them- 
selves toa Cheastng Semte of thecity, being 
A place that had been burned over a few 
days before, so that there was nothing more 
for the fire to feed on, Their route 
was thick with smothering smoke. The 
fames jumped directly across their path 
from one side tothe other. The fire in the 
forest broke out with vigor, and 
the tall pines, even the greenest 
ones, were great ae torches, throw- 
ing long tongues 0 fre h in 
the air. The roaring and crackling of the 
fre among the trees was so terrible that 
those who heard it will remember it as long 
as they live. 


ABSOLUTE DESOLATION, 
Such light of day as broke through clouds 
of smoke that the horizon encircled, and 
seemed to be as deep as from earth to sky, 


looked on a scene of absolute desolation. 
—— was hardly enough left to be called 
ruins. 

As soon asthe dense smoke had cleared a 
trifie, bach comes the people, some of them 
worn ou ith the day, and night before had 
slept by the roadside on the charred ground 
with the forest crackling all around. Now 
that the fire had spent itself hunger was 
asserting itself, and there was not as much 
asa plece of breadtoeat. A relief commit- 
tee was organized and relief headquarters 
established in the Worcester Town hall, and 
there assembled fathers seeking information 
as to the whereabouts of their families, 
and mothers with children crying with 
hunger. Quick to respond were the peigh- 
buring towns. Ia almost no time pro- 
visions consisting of bread, butter, coffee 
and canned articles had been received from 
Finela, Prentice, Dorchester, Medford, But 
ternut. 

A telegram was sent to the Governor 
asking him to send blankets and tents, 
together with mess tents for 1,000 people. 
In response to this the Gover- 
nor telegraphed to-night that there 
were no tents available at present, but that 
he would be here in the morning with sheet- 
ing, hammers and nallgand to be ready to 
begin the construction of temporary 
quarters. 


QUEBR FREAKS OF THE FLAMES. 

The fire played some queer freaks. The 
house of the Clerk of the Court, Wm. Neison, 
was the only structure on the 
main street not burned, 


Gwelling, and not even his fence was 
scorched, while ruins surrounded it on all 
sides. The furniture which he moved out in 
order to save was destroyed. The railroad 
bridge just north of here is burned and pas- 
sengers are being transferred in boats. 

Many believe that more dead must de in 
the rujns in the town, as it is called, where 
the fire first made its sweep. The people 
here had less chance for escape than the 
others, and it is feared some of them have 
perished. No attempt has been made to 
search for bodies yet. 

A RELIEF TRAIN. 

Maj. Upham is on the way here from 
Marshfield in charge of a relief train. It 
will arrive some time during the night. 


The only lights here to-night are three 
or four lanterns brought in by the 
Central Co. There are not enough Diankets 
to go around and the people are sleeping on 
the ashes. The Wisconsin Central Co. has 
established a telegraph office in a box car 
and will receive all contributions of food and 
clothing and deliver them free of charge. 


AID FOR SUFFERERS. 

Relief for the Phillips sufferers has been 
started from Milwaukee, Chippewa Falls, 
Eau Claire, West Superior, Oshkosh, Steven's 
Point and Marsbfield, in all ten or 


twelve cars. Six car loads of provisions, 
sheeting fortents and clothing, left Milwa- 
keegto- night in charge of Gov. Peck 
The north - bound Wisconsin Con. 
tral train leaving the Union Depot 
was double the usual length last evening. 
Next to the engine were two baggage cars 
loaded with provisions for the PBillips 
people and attached to the rear 
of the trein was a private car occupied 
N Gov.

A SERIOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

The reports of forest and other fires in 
Northern Wisconsin show a serious condi- 
tion of affairs, Dut nearly all the reports 
spoke encouragingly of the promise of heavy 
rains during the Gay at various Seints, which 
would have a most decided effect on the fires 
and stop their further progress. 

Agents on the line of the St. Paul road re- 

ort that there dave been no fires on the 

isconsin Valley division. Fires of ter 
or less extent are running between Chan- 
ning and Prai, * on the 
Lake Superior division. Lumber camps 
on the Gibson and the Toleen 
spurs of the road, four miles west of Chan- 
ning, are reported destroyed, and fires are 
running rapidly through the woods in that 
part of the country. 

All trains on the Wisconsin Oentral road n 
that section of country where the fire is 
raging to the greatest extent are held up at 
vurious points or are piking their way 
through the burned-over — slowl 
and with frequent stops. Svery effort is 
being made by General Manager hitcomb 
to get to the towns and lamber camps 
where fire has cleaned out nearly everything, 
in order to carry supplies to 
the people left homeless and  with- 
out, in many cases, anything to eat 
or wear, the main object of the company at 
present being to relieve the destitute ole 
rather than to get passengers, thou they 
run regular trains. The condition of affairs 
at — a reported by agents of the Cen- 
tral to very dad, and the people of the 
place are in need of immediate relief in the 
way of food and clothingand material with 
which to construct temporary homes. The 
reports seem to indicate that the town is 
practically wiped out of existence. It was 
a place of about 8,000 people. 

Gov. Peck, who ts in the — to-day, has 
been asked to send tents to Phillips to shelter 
the homeless women and children and he 
will comply with the request at once. 

Insurance men here are at a loss to ac- 
count for the complete wiping out of the 
town, as reported, cause, they say, there 
is a very complete water supply and fire ap- 
paratusinthetown. There is a good sized 
lake adjoining Phillips, from which ter 
mains extend throughout the entire village 
and a large pump was stationed at the milis 
of the Davis Co., which was capable of 
throwing enough water to flood the town on 
short notice. In addition, thetown ownsa 
— a wount of nose and fire apparatus, 
and the only reason for the reported com- 
pleteness the fire, as considered by insur- 
ance men, is that the fire broke out in a bad 
locality and spread so rapidly that the peo- 
ple could do nothing with it. Leading in- 
surance men estimate that the companies at 
the present time hold policies in the town of 
Phillips alone to the amount of about $250,000, 
which will, it is expected, prove nearly a 
total loss. 


AROUSED STEVENS POINT. 


Dry Weather Making Vast Food for the 
Greedy Flames. 


STEVENS Porrt, Wis., Jaly 28.—OContinuous 
dry weather has resulted in many forest fres 
north and west ot here, Fires are now in 
the marshes within two or three milles west 
of this city, but by good work on the part of 
settiers very little damage has as yet been 
done. The hay crop ts nearly all cut and 
stacked upon the marshes, and unless water 


in sufficiént quantities to extinguish the 
la mes is obtained the crop will be dest roped. 
In some instances farmers have used every 
exertion to save their fences, barns and 
homes from destruction, and the danger will 
not be passed untilthey are favored by the 
elements. The big marsh below Plover, 
which comprises several thousand acres, is 
also threatened, and those who have hay cut 
thereon are endeavoring to save it. 

The same state of affairs exists at Mala- 
dore, Sherry and other points west of here, 
buc as all suffered greatly less than one year 
ago by forest fires, the progress is now com- 
paratively slow. Centralia forest res have 
been raging in this vicinity during the past 
twenty-four hours, and hundreds of men are 
now out endeavoring to save the cranberry 
crop. The hay marshesar also threatened, 
Walle many farmers will suffer. Rain is 
badly needed, and this is the only thing that 
will save losses that can scareely be imag- 
ined at this time. 


FIGHTING THE FIRE. 

GRAND Rapips, WIS. . July 28.—Forest fires 
are raging along the line of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul and Green Bay & Minne- 
sota Railroads in this section. Daly & Samp- 
son have sent out a large force of men to 
fight Ares in the vicinity of their saw mill, 
located about four miles from Centralia. 
Fires are Gangerously near the fine new mill 
being built at Arpin by Arpino Bros. 

Considerable hay has en burned and 
cranberry marshes are endangered. It is 
feared a repetition of the disastrous experi- 
ences of last fall will result if rain does not 
come soon. Late reports are that 125 acres 
of Spafford & Trahern’s cultivated cranberr 
marsh have burned. r. G. F. Wittess is 
also a heavy loser. Other marshes are on 
fre. A hot southwest wind fans and drives 
the flames. Dense smoke clouds the horizon 
to the north, east and west of the city. 


LUMBER ABLAZE. 
OsnKOSH, Wis., July 28.—The lumber dis- 
trict, on the east side of the river, was 
threatened with total destruction dy a fire 
this afternoon. The wind was bilow- 


ing strong from the southwest 
and started several new fires 
which were fortunately extinguished. The 
fire was confined to about 6,000,000 feet of dry 
lumber and five tenement houses. The 8t 
hiller & Amos Co. loses $50,000, fully insured, 
and the Diamond Mateh Co $150,000, only 
partially insured. 


PERILOUS DRYNESS. 
Inox MounNTAIN, Mich., July 28.—Numerous 
reliable thermometers registered 100 in the 
shade here yesterday. Foreset fires are 


again ragingto the North and East ot this 
city and much damage is being done to 
standing pine. a 


TRAINS HEADED OFF.

MASSEY'’S REMINISCENOES. 

Henry Massey, the ex-colored champion

EFFECT UPON TRADE 


Influence War in the Orient Would Have 
eon United States Commerc. 


New York, July 8. — I view of the out- 
Dreak of war between China and Japan, 
some apprehension is felt in commercial 
circles as to the effect upon the trade of this 
country. Our commerce with the Orient is 
very extensive and is largely in cOmmodities 
that can only de obtained from them. Hence 
ifthe present dimiculty should reach sucha 

ch ‘the indipal seaports of China 
— — 4 —1 a be Slockaded there might 

a serioas erg | of certain commodities 
and @onsequent higher prices for them. 

The principal imports into America from 
the two countries are tea andsiik. The total 
direct imports of Japan's teas into this coun- 
try average 45,000,000 pounds yearly; in fact, 
nearly allthe Japanese ten consumed out- 
side that country find amarket here. The 
China teas come principally from Shanghai, 
which annualiy exports 24,000, pounds; 
. which exports 23,000,000 pounds and 
Foo Chow, which exports. 6,000. unas. 

The above figures do not give the total 
yearly exports from the countries, but only 
the exports to this country and Canada. 
Tea ranks above siikin China as in export 
article, but in Japan the reverse obtains. 
According tothe Oustom-house reports the 
imports of silk into this country iu the fiscal 
year ending June 30, '893, were: 

From China, 1,890,242 pounds, walued at 
$5,425,531; and from apes. 8,697,775 pounds, 
valued at $14,781,492. The question is asked 
in commercial circles: shall this immense 
trade, of which tea and silk are only two of 
many items, be disturbed by war between 
the two countries?’’ 

The principal ports of China are treaty 
ports, where Europeans and Americans live 
and have treaty rights, enabling them to 
conduct trade with other parts of the world. 
Inquiry is Delng made as to how far these 
treaty rights extend, and if Japan should 
undertake, with her superior navy, to block- 
ade the ports of China, would the foreign 
powers interfere?It is deemed doubtfal by the 
well-informed if they would have the right 
todoso. It is rensoned that if a bioekade 
is established at the principal ports its effect 
would shortly be felt on importations from 
those countries. the only port in China 
which would not be blockaded is Hong Kong. 
That port is absolutely free and will remain 
so, foren is in “ah 4 f sense of the word a 
eolony of Great Britain. The only thing that 
might upset this condition would be that 
Engiand, jealous of Kussia’s power, might 
enter into alllance with China. 

Atthe Hong Kong and Shanghai Rank on 
Wall street the opinion is expressed that the 
port of Shanghai woeld be kept open as well 
as that of tty Bee! f in which esse tea im- 
porters wonld able to get their reguiar 
importations with but little difficulty. This 
market is just beginning a new tea import- 
ing season an ithe recently grown ieaf is al- 
ready coming forward. 

o far the war has not had the slightest 
effect on the trade here in Chiness and 
Japanese commodities, except, perhaps, to 
render imoorters a little more caatious and 
more disposed to anticipate their wants. 


THE CITY OF SEOUL 


Corea’s Capital, Where the Kine Is Said 
to Bein Custody of the Japanese. 


Seoul, the capitai of Corea, where the 
King is said to be a prisoner in the hands of 
the Japanese, has very fine natural sur- 
roundings. Onthe north a range of the Ifo 
Mountains rises as a wall. To the east 
towers the ridge of Bafriers, the mighty 
flood of Han rolls tothe south. The scenery 
from the capital is magnificent, and those 


walking along the city walls, ithat rise over 
the hill cresis aad then into the valleys, can 
feast their eyes on the luxurious verdure and 
gloriotls mountain view for Which this 
country is noted. The walls of the city are 
of masonry of varying beight, averaging 
about twenty feet, with arched stone bridges 
spanning the water courses. The streets of 
teoul are narrow and tortuous. The Kihs's 
castle isin the northern part of the city. 
High roads tothe eight points of the com- 
ass start from the palace and pass through 
hecity gates. 

Naturally the military geography of the 
country around Seoul has been well studied 
by the Coreans and its strategic points have 
been nyt defended. Four great fort 
tresses guard the approachesto the royal 
city. Thereare Suen to the south, Kwang 
Chiu to the southeast, Suntd, or Kai Seng, to 
the northand Kang Wa to the west. All 
these fortresses have been the scene of siege 
and batties in times past. On the walls of 
the first three the rivai bands of the hosts of 
Ming from China and of Taito from Japan 
were set in alternate succession by the vie- 
tors, who held them during the Japauese oc- 
cupation ofthe country between the years 
1592 and 1597. The Manchiu standards in 1647 
and the French eagies in 1866 were plante 
on the ramparts of Kang Wa. Besides these 
castie cities there are forts and redoubts 
along the rwer banks, crowning most of the 
commanding headlands or points of vantage. 

Over thesethe stars an stripes floated 
for three days in 1871, when the American 
forces captured these strongholds. In 
most Cases the Walls of cities and forts are 
notovertenieet high, though in those of 
the first order the height of twenty-five 
feet is obtained. None of them would offer 
serious dimcuity to an attaezing force pos- 
sessing modern artillery. 

For political purposes the capital pro- 
vince was Givided intothe rightand left 
Civisions. ihe Kam Sa, or Governor, lives 
at the capital but outside of the Walls, as he 
has little or no authority in the city proper. 
His residence is near the west gate, A trust- 
worthy Census gives the number of houses in 
the province, exclusive of the capital, as 
146,000 and of the people 680,000 of whom 106,- 
$73 are enrolied as soldiers.

and Japan.

Tokio, Japan, June 80.—Just how it seems 
as if a pandora box of destruction was 
opened on the East. 
Kong, a conflagration with loss of life in 
Yokohama, a destructive earthquake in that 
city and in Tokio, and fidally the prospect of 
war becoming more and more imminent. 
Such is the budget of news from this part of 


the world. As to the plague, it ré- 
mains in stata quo. Its ravages 
have been thus far eonfined to Hong Kong, 
ahd since the Japanese Government Has taken 
Measures to prevent ite obtaining a foot- 
hold we do not lose any siee 

Fires are common here, Yokohama 
has been visited so often in this way that one 
more or less should pass unnoticed. Over 
1,200 houses were Consumed at this time and 
several lives lost. How many lost their all 
is hard to tell. But they found friends some- 
Where and ae foreigners and well-to-do 
Japanese contributed to soften the severity 
of the blow. The filmsy construction of the 
native houses rendered them very combusti- 
bie. The earthquake—simply to say earth- 
quake fight do very well for one of the 
usual kinds, such as visit us every two or 
three Gays, but when the oldest inhabitant 
gays that they were the heaviest shocks ia 
Tokio since he came—then we cail it ‘‘the’’ 
earthquake and no mistake. 

Your correspondent was in the Tokio Hotel 
when the recent one occurred. It happened 
on Wednesday, June 0, at2 p. m. A sort of 
easing noise was heard that set teeth on 
edge. Then a reeling of seasickness and an 
earnest desire to go tuthe lee side and lean 
overboard was succeeded dy a sudden in- 
spiration to go and take some exercise in the 
open airand then the fact dawned on the 
mind that this was an earthquake. it did 
not take an extraordinary amount of perspi- 
cacity to make sure of it. The mirror fell 
and wasemashed, Thenachimney crashed 
through the roof and fell in a heap in the 
nextroom, The Government has been erect- 
Ind a number of fine two and three story 
brick bullidings, and it pleads well for the 
native architects that the majority withi- 
stood the upheaval. There were casualties, 
but they were few. Almost all the chimneys 
fell. So far the numberof killedis given as 
twenty-six acd the injured as fifty-six. 

A few days ago the native papers came out 
with extras about the deelaratton of wa 
against Corea. It can scarcely be doubdte 
that there is a crisis as it seems a logical con- 
clusion that China and Japan will goat it 
hammer and tongs and have it out if foreign 
8 will look od and not interfere. China 

as been playing a very Cunning game of 
GQiplomacy in the ‘‘Hermit Kingdom, and 
not even the most enthustastic admirer of 
Japan can deny thus far that China has held 
the trumps and taken the tricks. The 
Japanese have resented this, and for a long 
time they have been anxious to get even. 
Cabinet councils are held, at which the 
Emperor presides, the Commander-in-Chief 
holds frequent communications with bis 
Majesty and there is increased activity ia 
army and navy circles. 

The Chinese have moved troops into Corea, 
ostensibly to restore order, and coolly re- 
quested the Japanese Ministerto withdraw 
his forces. China would dave no objection 
to annexing Corea, whereas for Japan it is 
also a Vital question that the peninsula shali 
remain iadependent, since it separates this 
country from its powerful nelghvers, Cums 
and Russia. Although the former seems to 
be so much stronger, and as far as 1 
tion and extent is concerned, looks Ike a 
giant compared to this empire, stillif war 
does break out the odds are in favor of 
Japan.

The Latter Had a Few Words Wim 
Leenara and Then Shot Him—The 
Ballet Enterea Over the Eye and the 
Injared Mam Dies Shortly After 
Reaching the Dispensary—Statements 
eof Neighbers. 


Thomas Leonard, an employe of the B Ele- 
vator So., was shot and almost instantly 
Killed last night on Market, between Second 
and Third streets, by James Conway, whom 
he bad accused of intimacy with bis 
wife. Leonard did not live to 
reach the Disperisary. Conway 
fied after the shooting and escaped. The 
murder appears to have oeen a cold biooded 
affair. It océurred at 11:30 6’clock. 

Leonard and his wife have not been on 
good terme since last March. Although the 
husband has visited the wife they have not 
lived together. Last night Leonard called to 
see her at her nome, 218% Market street, aud 
began abusing her about her Intimacy with 
Conway. They had quarrelled for some time 
when Conway suddenly appeared. The men 
bad bitter words, which resulted in Conway 
firing two shots at his opponent. One of 
them pierced Leonarda’s head just over the 
loft ee. The other one missed him. Leon- 
ard ran a few steps from the street into the 
alley and fell, 

Conway fied up Market street to Third, 
north on Third to Chestnut, up Chest- 
nut to the alley, down which 
ne ran and disappeared. Several 
mon followed him, but he outran them. 
Leonard spoke but one word after he fell and 
that was Conway. He immediately lapsed. 
into unconsciousness, The patro 
wagon was hurriedly called and the 
man started forthe Dispensary, but he died 
Oh the way and was taken to the Margue. 

THE STORIES CONFLICTING. 

There are conflicting accounts as to the 
facts leading up to the shooting. Mrs. 
Leonard, about whom the quar- 
rel took piace, tells one story, 
the rest of those who saw it told another. 
From appesrances it looks as though the 
woman was trying to shield the murderer, 
for she declined evento give his name for a 
long time, declaring that she did not know 
the man and had never seen him. 

John Dowling, a disinterested witness, saw 
the shooting froma second-story window, 
He says: 

„„Was looking out of my window right 
over the alley andsaw allthat occurred. 
Leonard had been quarreling with his wife 
some time when the other man put in 
an appearance. They had words in the 
alley and then walked out to the street, I 
could hear them arguing and thenlI heard 
Leonard gay: 

„Well, then draw your gun and shoot.’ 

„„ Wwitn that the other man did draw his gun 
and shoot. He fired one shot and I threwa 
brick at him. He fired again and Leonard 
started to run. He also broke away and 
then I saw Leonard fall. The woman is 
trying tosbield her lover, It’s as plain as 
day. ; 

WHAT MRS. LEONARD SAYS. 

Mrs. Leonard’s story of the shooting and 
the facts leading up to It is as follows: 

My husband and I separated 
last March. e were living 
then at Broadwa and Poplar street. He 
pawned everything, even to the baby’s 
clothes, and it got so bad I could not stand 
it. He has bothered me ever since about 
Conway. 

Last night he came to my rooms and in- 
sisted that Conway was there. I offered to 
show him through them, but he refused to 
gO. To-night he came again. I was sitting 
onthe steps with another woman who had 

ust asked me to get her some beer and I 

ad done so. He claimed that he had seen 
Conway bring the beer for meand said he 
was up stairs. 

J led him around to the alley and there he 
cursed me.

The outside public that 
Knows only of the hurrah ana the votes bas 
little idea of how near Cleveland was to be- 
ing defeated for the nomination at one stage 
of the convention’s sessi6n. It would have 
been impossible to nominate him if concert 
of action between the anti-Cleveland ele- 
ments could have been brought about. Gor- 
man was the principal obstacle to this. He 
realized that if he joined forces openly with 
Hill, the latter would have been more likely 
to have been the benfieiary of the deal than 
himself; so he held off in the hope ana the 
expectation that a deadlock conventien 
would furnish the opportunity for a com- 
promise candidate. And who so available 
forany sortof a compromise candidate as 
Gorman? When Hill learned the secret his- 
tory of the Chicago convention, how near 
Cleveland was to defeat and the part Gor- 
man played, he was angry. 

His apparently eccentric course in the 
Senate is explainabls partly by his determ!- 
nation to not aceept Gorman's leadership. 
He quickly discovered the game Gorman was 
Playing in connection with the tariff bill and 
determined to smoke him out. He waited 
his. time, and with the publication of the 
President's letter to Wilson the time and 
opportunity came. You know how he im- 
proved it. 

**Gorman is in the most§perilous position of 
his whole political life. He will win a 
substantial victory in the fight over the 
tariff because the House will have to yield 
about ali the Senate demands. But he is ua- 
masked. Henceforth his battle will be not 
for the leadership of the party but to regain 
any recognized position in it. 

To those who undegstand the inside his- 
tory, the recent debate in the Senate was 
peculiarly dramatic. Between Hiil and 
Gorman it was a regular contest of gladia- 
tors. In the clash at arms Hill worsted his 
adversary, but he will not reap the fruits of 
bis oratoricai victory. The tariff bili, as it 
mally passes, will be much less acceptable 
to him and Cleveland than Gorman.’’

ANOTHER JEFFREYS 


With plenary power to define and punish 
contempt of court—to make the definition 
aslatitudinous as the domineering spirit 
of the Judge,and to make the Judge’s pas- 
sion the only measure of punishment—the 
courts can easily make the omnibus in- 
junctions a terror and an instrument of 
torture to the most innocent and well- 
digposed person who ever belonged to a 
labor organization engaged in a strike. 

When they can do this they can also set 
aside the ordinary civil and criminal laws, 
and disregard the safeguards provided 
therein for the 3 ersonal rights and liberty 
of the citizen. With the military ready 
at hand to enforce all summary processes 
and ex-parte judicial orders they can dis- 
place the ordinary police power with mili- 
tary rule whenever they choose. 

The infamous injunction issued by Sena- 
tor Vilas’ man Jenkins, at Milwaukee, 
shows how outrageously some of our 
Federal judges can use this newly in- 
vented judicial power. But Judge 
Baker of the Federal Court at Indianapo- 
lis seems eager to outdo even Jenkins in 
making an already convicted criminal 
out of every man who joins a labor organ- 
ization or goes on a strike. Not satis- 
fied with the presumption of law, which 
holds every man guilty of intending what- 
ever the natural consequences of his own 
acts may be, Judge Baker evolved and an- 
nounced from the bench a new rule un- 
der which the prisoner is presumed to in- 
tend the acts of others aleo and under 
which the most orderly members of a la- 
bor organization or the most innocent of 
strikers can be convicted of any outrage, 
intimidation or murder resulting from a 
strike. He said: 

Every one that has any sense at all Knows 
that a strike would not amount to anything 
unless they follow it out by violence. They 
know that if they would do what they havea 
right to do, Gecently and orderly go about 
their busthess and leave the employes alone, 
a strike Would not amount to anything. They 


know it would absolutely fall. 
Now, instead of knowing that a strike 


unattended with violence, intimidation or 
murder can never amount to anything, a 
majority of the members of labor organ- 
izations have learned that the greatest 
strikes in the world, and notably the great 
English mining strike of recent Cate, 
succeeded without viclence, and that vio- 
lence almost invariably brings defeat to 
strikers. 

Yet Judge Baker was so eager to convict 
all strikers and all union men, that what 
he announced asa conclusion of law and 
reason worthy to influence the verdict of a 
jury is notoriously untrue and a violent 
reversal of the fair presumptions with 
which our criminal law protects the inno- 
cent from unjust verdicts.

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A GERMAN OBJSCT LESSOR. 
Mr. James Brice, in his American 
Commonwealth,’’ declares that the weak- 
est point he discovered in our republican 
system isin the department of municipal 
government; that the administration of 
affairs in most, if not all,of our larger 
cities is a conspicuous and lamentable 
failure. Other equally friendly foreign 
critics have said the same, and the un- 
pleasant truth is very generally con- 
ceded by intelligent and thoughtful 
observers at home. The much-needed 
reformation will not come probably 
through the imitation of trans-Atlantic 
examples, but some of these may at least 
inspire us with a desire to reach similar 
results by different means. a 

Mr. Albert Shaw, in the July Century, 
has a most interesting and instructive arti- 
cle entitled, What German Cities Do for 
Their Citizens. A Study in Municipal 
Housekeeping.’’ We compress into brief- 
est space a few of the strongest points. 

The splendid efficiency of German city 
governments in the prosecution of public 
works and enterprises is,’’ says Mr. Shaw, 
‘‘largely due to the continuous organ- 
ization of the executive administra- 
tion. The Burgomaster (or Mayor) 
is actually or virtually a life incumbent, 
and his magisterial associates either hold 
their places by life tenure, or else on terms 
practically as permanent, The City 
Council, representing the people's will, 
is renewed by installments. The terms 
are long, and re-elections are so usual that 
the personnel of the body is transformed 
very slowly, and nothing like an abrupt or 
capricious change of policy is ever to be 
feared,’’ Consequently it is possible in 
the matter of public works, ‘‘to make 
haste slowly. In the paving of streets, 
for instance, not a step is taken until the 
whole subject of street-making, down to 
the minutest details, has been carefully 
studied and thoroughly mastered, practi- 
cally as well as theoretically. Then, when 
the engineering and financial features of 
the problem have been satisfactorily 
solved—and not before—the work is begun, 
and pushed vigorously to successful con- 
clusion. No room or chance for ‘‘rings,’’ 


or **jobs,’’ or corruption, or mismanage- 
0 The German tax - payer 
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as possible, and Ho stealing at all. 

The utter recklessness with which valu- 
able municipal franchises are granted in 
St. Louis and elsewhere is in striking 
contrast to the German way of do- 


tract made between the authorities 
of Berlin and the Berlin Blectrio Works 
Oo., in 1888, exactly defines the ares in 
which the company may operate, and 
provides that the main wires shall all be 
laid within a épecified time. As compen- 
sation forthe (not exclusive) permission 
touse the streets, the City Treasury re- 
ceives 10 per gent of the company’s gross 
receipts; and when the company earns 
more than 6 per cent on the capital 
actually invested, the City Treasury shall 
receive B per cent of: the excess profits in 
addition to the 10 per cent on the gross in- 
come. The company is placed under 
heavy bonds for the fulfillment of its con- 
tract, and moreover is restricted to certain 
fixed rates of charges to its private 
patrons, which rates cannot be changed 
without the consent of the city authori- 
ties. 

It must be confessed that if there are no 
‘‘politics,’’ no boss, no machine,“ 
no ‘*push’’ in German municipal govern- 
ment, the loss of these purely American 
luxuries is at least partially compensated 
by the getting of ‘‘value received’’ for 
the people’s money, and the prevention of 
the innumerable leaks through which the 
public cash runs into private pockets—to 
say nothing of the political demoraliza- 
tion and rottenness which the aforesaid 
American luxuries inevitably breed,

OHICAGO’S DANGER. 


It is reported that the pork packers and 
other proprietors of great enterprises in 
Chicago are considering the advisability 
of breaking up their plants and, f not re- 
moving them entirely from Chicago, at 
least distributing them so that their busi- 
ness wil] not be wholly at the mercy of the 
lawless elements of that city in times of 
disturbance. 

This report is not surprising. Events of 
the past few years hive demonstrated 
not only that * * is infested 
with a large element of desperate 
and lawless persons, but that its munici- 
pal government cannot be depended upon 
to preserve the peace and protect life and 
property. In the recent outbreak attending 
the Debs strike the ald of both State and 
Federal troops was called for to restore 
law and order. 

The Post-Dispatou wishes no ill luck to 
Chicago. It has had enough ofthat. We 
view with profound regret the conditions 
existing there as a menace to the welfare 
of the whole country and a reflection on 
Republican institutions. We have great 
sympathy forthe Chicago people in their 
troubles and wish them success in their 
efforts to solve them. 

But Chicago must master her social and 
industrial difficulties if she hopes to con- 
tinue her growthand maintain commercial 
supremacy in the West. Business men 
will notlong risk their fortunes over a 
magazine of social dynamite. They must 
have assurance of peace and safety and 
Chicago suffers greatly just now by com- 
parison with the model of solidity, seour- 
ity and tranquillity which is presented by 
St. Louis, whose lawless element is insig- 
nificant and has invariably been kept in 
cheek by the local authorities, and whose 
nftural advantages for commerce are no 
whft less than her overgrown neighbor’s.

AN AMERICAN BUST. 

After all, the strongest ties which unite 
ustoour British brethren are those of a 
common language and a common litera- 
ture. But for these we should, in spite of 
a common social origin, be no more to 
them than we are to Germans, French or 
Italians. The finest monumental memorial 
to Shakspeare in either country is that in 
our own Tower Grove Park; and one of 
the finest busts in Westminster Abbey is 
that of Longfellow. It is, of course, a 
long distance between Shakspeare and 
Longfellow; but the illustration is quite 
as good as 11 Hamlet“ and ‘‘Hiawatha’’ 
were on the same level of literary merit. 

The latest token of this peculiar kinship 
is the bust of John Keats, unveiledin the 
old parish church of Hampstead, Engiand, 
on the 16th of the present month. This 
bust—the work of an American sculptress, 
Miss Anne Whitney of Boston—is an Ameri- 
can gift; tile chief promoters being the late 
James Russell Lowell, Prof. Charles Eliot 
Norton, Mr. T. B. Aldrich, Mr. R. W. 
Gilderand Mr. Bret Harte. Keats was 
born in London, but lived some little 
time in Hampstead, whére the houses in 
which he resided have been fully identi- 
fied; which is more than could have been 
done for his birth-place in London. Hence 
Hampstead was very properly chosen as 
the location for the bust. There are, we 
think, but two other memorials of him in 
existence; one a marble tablet on the 
outer wall of No. 25, Piazza di Spagna, 
Rome, where he died, Feb. 24, 1821; and 
the ovher the gravestone in the Protestant 
Cemetery, where he lies by the side of his 
friend Severn, in whose’ arms he expired, 
and not far from the ashes of Shelley. 

Keats cannot be called a great poet, but 
he certainly deserves to rank among the 
best of the minor poets. Possibly had he 
lived longer he might have risen among the 
great ones, but he was only 2% 
when he died, and his early surroandings 
were not favorable for the development

THE DARGER OF GREATNESS. 


In an article in a current magazine giv- 
ing some personal recollections of Gen. 
Sherman, 8. H. M. Byers, author of The 
March to the Sea, states that Gen. Sher- 
man always read the newspapers, bu 
would remark, after reading something 
that attracted his attention and aroused 
his interest: 


But there's none ot it true. I almost think 
it impossidie for an editor to tell the truth. 
If this country is ever given over to social- 


ism, communism and the devil the ness - 
‘ 


papers will de to blame for it. 

It is possible that Gen. Sherman made a 
remark of this kind. He hada way of 
making rash and petulant remarks in the 
heat of conversation. He frequently 
blurted out passing thoughts in the 
language of exaggeration, halfin jest and 
half in earnest. But he probably never 
dreamed that some fool friend would 
solemnly quote these conversational sallies 
after his death as his serious and per- 
manent opinions. 

With all of Gen. Sherman’s eccentrici- 
ties he would hardly care to be placed on 
record as believing that the free news- 
paper press endangers justice and freedom 
and subverts good government. He would 
hardly desire to be classed asa freak by 
wise men and friends of liberty. 

The whole point of the quotation Is that 
a man of prominence cannot be too care- 
ful in the selection of his intimate friends 
and the man to whom he intrusts the docu- 
mentary evidence of his life and opinions.

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DISCOURAGING SUICIDE. 


The increasing prevalence of suicide has 
aroused the Rev. O. W Heisler of Denver. 
He thinks it is high time that the pulpit 
should speak out more plainly upon this 
crime, which should be held up ‘‘in its 
awful horror, in its» detestable meanness, 
in its wretched cowardliness, in its awfu 
awful sequel.’’ He mentions the English- 
man who killed himself because he was 
tired of ‘‘buttoning and unbuttoning;’’ 
the French cook who shuffled off because 
of a delay in the arrival of some fish; the 
woman who drowned herself and child 
because she had been ordered to have the 
child vaccinated; the stingy Massachusetts 
man who hanged himself rather than em- 
ploy a nurse for his wife; and Lord Byron 
is censured because he declared he would 
bave shot himself but for the fact that his 
death would have pleased his mother-in- 
law. 

It is no easy matter to influence would- 
be suicides. The man who is to kill him- 
self does not usually announce his inten- 
tions and when such intentions are made 
known they are rarely considered serious- 
ly. What public opinion of his act may 
be after his death he cares little, unless he 
happens to feel a morbid desire for noto- 
riety. By returning to savagery we should 
have few suicides, but we cannot go back- 
ward. Perhaps many suicides are the re- 
sult of emotional insanity, but as it isheld 
that persons subject to this disorder can 
control themselves, Mr. Heisler may save 
them by holding upto them the ‘‘awful 
sequel“ of eternal damnation. It is 
hardly credible thatasane human being 
fully believing in the horrors of future 
punishment, would deliberately plunge 
into the eternal lake. Ifthereis no other 
way of preventing suicide, we may have 
to go back and try the old-fashioned brim- 
stone sermons, For centuries suicides 
have been called fools and cowards, and in 
New York there is a law punishing all per- 
sons attempting suicide and not succeed- 
ing, yet the alarming statistics are not re- 
duced. 

Should suicide proceed unchecked, how- 
ever, the rule of the survival of the 
fittest will leave us all the people of 
healthy minds and strong constitutions, 
and we may at last be able to grapple with 
civilization and meet all its demands.

Everyone able to do so has left town 
and those who remain are’sweltering in the 
torrid atmosphere. This hot wave is an- 
other fulfillment of Falbes’ prophecies and 
he predicts thatthe warm weather will last 
for another fortnight, after which there will 
be much rain.

Tracy City, Tenn., July 28.—Thirteen con- 
victs came out of the mines this morning and 
re ported that the others are étillinthe mine 
and were prepared to make a desperate re- 
sistance. The foreman took these thirteen 
and placed then in the frost of half a dozen 
bunk bosses with guns. When they came 
within a short distance of the conviets the 


guards shouted to them to surrender, threat- 
ening to shoot if they did not. The convicts 
immediately signified their will ness to 
give up and were brought out of the mine. 
The convicts had built a fortifieation on 
which they had mounted a gun made of gas- 
pipe about (feet long and s inches in diame- 
ter loaded with powder and spixes. It was 


all night endeavoring to effect an exit from, 
the mine by drilling through the rock. 

Peter Hamilton, colored, who led the con- 
vict revolt at Tracy and was Killed by the 
guards, hada bad record, He was convicted 
of burglary and larceny in several Cases in 
1889, and sentenced for ten years. He made 
bis escape while in a gang of convicts em- 
ploved in constructing a sewer in Nashviile, 
was recaptured and sent to Coal Creek. Then 
he took a gun froma guard and attempted 
to murder him. lie was removed to Tracy 
City, and was the itnastigator ot the convict 
mutiny there two years ago, as he was of the 
one yesterday.

HOT WINDS. 


Widespread Destruction to Crops in Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. 


Dexven, Colo., July 28.—Widespread de- 
struction of au kinds of creps in Kansas and 
Nebraska Om account of the hot winds is 


reported by passengers arriving on trains 
from the East. 

Supt. Oampbell of the Burlington road 
says that figures will herdiy express 
the damage that has Deen wrought within 
the past week. 

Two weeks ago it was estimated by ex- 
perts that Nebraska had contributed 400,000, - 


000 bushels of corn to the world’s product of 
i864. Mr. Campbell prophesies that it Will be 
necessary to ship corn into many counties of 
Nebraska in order for the farmers to live 
until another season. Hundreds of square 
miles of the finest. looking corn hangs dry 
and lifeless over a territory as large as the 
State of Pennsylvania or New York. 

The reports from the lines onthe Union 
Pacific, Burlington, Rock Island, Missouri 
Pacifico and Santa Fe are all of the same 
tenor. Passengers from windows look out 
upon vast felds of corn and thousands of 
acres of hay rendered absolutely worthless 
by the poisonous Dreath of the simoon from 
the sandy deserts of Texas. 

In many places the farmers anticipated 
the corn destruction that was borne upon 
the air, and several Gays agothey began to 
cutthe corn as it st green in the fields. 
Their object was to save the eorn for fodder. 
Thousands of farmers stood helpless along- 
side their fields, watching with gloomy fore- 
bodings while the dreaded biast from the 
Southwest got in its deadly work. Their only 
hope is that boupteous rains may start an- 
other grass crop before itis too late in the 
season. 

Travelers also report that the highways 
leading eastward through Nebraska and 
Kansas are already thronged with disheart- 
ened settlers, who have abandoned their 
homesand are hurrying toward lowa and 
Missouri forrelief from almost unbearable 
heat.

It Will Be Made the Basis of Legal Ac- 
tion Against the Companies.

SOME OF THR ILL-GOTTEN WEALTH OF 
THE ROADS MUST BE DISGORGED. 


The Bepert of the Commissioner Ap- 
poiated in 1887 Shows That Gross 
Frands Were Commitied in Constrpe- 
tiem amd Management—Claims Ad- 
vaneeag by the Reilly Refunding 
Project. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—The minority 
membership of the House Committee on 
Pacific Railroads has formulated a report 
against the Reilly Refunding bill, which will 
be filed in the House on . Monday. 
The Post-DisPaTCH correspondent has 
secured a full abstract of 
the report in advance of 
its presentation by Mr. Boatner, who is the 
leader of the opposition tothe Dill. As the 
Ondings of the minority will form the basis 
of the fight to compel the Pacific Railroads 
to disgorge their ill-gotten wealth, they have 
a special value at this time. 

The minority members assert that the only 
grounds on which any extension of the date 
for the payment of the debt due the Govern- 
ment could be sustained would be that the 
United States might dispense with the neces- 
sity of providing for the  pay- 
ment of the $64,000,000 of bonds 
whicb mature in the next five years and ob- 
tain as security which could be disposed of 
to reimburse the Treasury the $50,000,000 
which it bas paid in interest in excess of 
all money received from the companies. 
The bill reported by the committee does 
not improve the condition of the 
Government in any respeet whatever. in 
the first place by an inadvertence which was 
not intentional, the principal of the debt 
bears no interest at all. The effect of the 
bill, if it becamealaw, would be that the 
companies would pay the Government debt 
at the rate of 344 per cent per annum for the 
first ten years, 8% for the next, 4 per cent for 
the next, 4% for the next, and 4% for the 
last ten years in full satisfaction of its claim. 

The collateral bonds which the bill pro- 
vides shall be issued by the roads in favor of 
the Government for an amount equal to their 
indebtedness, Will serve no useful purpose 
whatever thatthe minority can see. They 


are secured by a mortgage upon sub- 
stantially the same property that 
the statutory lien of the Government now 
rests upon and a mortgage which would se- 
cure the collateral bonds be subordinate to 
alithe Hens now exteting on the property. 
These bonds would therefore be worthiess 
as security. The bill contemplates that the 
companies orany of them providing for the 

ayment of the bonds secured by the 
len superior to that of the 
United States may avail themselves of 
the benefits of the act. Just what 
is meant dy this proposition does 
not appear. It it i meant that they shali 
pay before matunity the $64,000,000 of mort- 
gage bonds, which are superior to the Gov- 
ernment, the minority contend that the bill 
is utterly impracticable, for these bonds are 
in the general market, dear 6 per cent inter- 
est,areamply secured, and could not De 
paid without the consent of the holders. 

It it is intended that the companies shall 
pay under contract or agreement, with the 
Secretary of the Treasury, stipulating for 
their payment at maturity then the Govern- 
ment will have to surrender the sinking 
funds, amounting te about $27,000,000, and 
give an extension ofthe time for the pay- 
ment ofthe debt for sixty years without in- 
terest and without receiving any advantages 
or additional security therefor. 

The bill also proceeds upon the hypothesis 
that the mortgage and hen of the Govern- 
extend no further than the aided portions of 
the line, Thig is an admission which the 
minority are not prepared to make. They 
insist, on the contrary, that under the plain 
terms of sec. 56 of the act of 1862, the 
mortgage of the Government ex- 
tends to the entire railroad and telegraph 
lines wit all rolling stock, faetories and 
property of every tind, nature and descrip- 
tion. The itanguage, in consideration of 
which said bonds were issued, in the judg- 
ment ofthe minority of the committee re- 
fers tothe mortgage as a consideration in- 
tended to cover the aided sections of the 
roads. The construction adopted dy the 
committee, however, carried to Its 
legitimate conclusion, would exempt 
the rolling stock and factories 
of the road because if the mortgage is limited 
by the terms of the actto the aided propor- 
tions of the line and the roiling stock and 
factories then in their possession it could not 
be extended to the rolling stock and factories 
since supplied any more than to portions of 
road since constructed. Ine minority is un- 
willing to extend the time of payment or the 
indebtedness of these companies except up- 
on the terms a dove indicated, to wit: 

That the Government shall be relieved of 
the payment of the subsidy bonds as they 
approach maturity and shall be furnished 
with a security — can be sold to reim- 
burse it for expenditures on the interest 
account. Ifsucha plan were proposed the 
Government would have no necessity to de- 
mandthe return to the companies of the 
bonds and property of which it has been 
defrauded y ites officers and direc- 
tors. In the absence of such a 
proposition the minority are unwilling to 
grant relief to the officers, directors and 
stockholders of the several roads from re- 
sponsibility for their mismanagement and 
misapplication of their property and funds. 
The highest considerations of public policy 
require that justice shall be 
an it would be § intolerable 
the incorporators and projectors of these 
roads should remain in undisturbed posses- 
sion of the colossal fortunes which they have 
acoumulated dy violation of their trusts and 
obligations while the taxpayers of the United 


States are taxed for the burdens of these im- 


mente indebtedness. 

The report of the commissioner appointed 
by the President under the provisions of 
March 3, 1887, the minority assert, furnished 
full and complete evidence of the grossest 
and most outrageous frauds committed in 
the construction and management of these 
roads and the minority entirely concur 
in the views expressed by the Hon. R. E. 
Pattison, in his report submitted to the 
President. The minority are of the opinion 
thatthe present st olders of the roads 
are entitled to no consideration at the hands 
of the Government of the United States. It 
has been notorious for years that the amount 
annually paid by the railroads ander pro- 
visions of existing laws were totally inade- 
quate to meet the interest which is 
being id by the Government. he 
stockholders were advised by the decision of 
the Supreme Court that they had a clear 
right of action against their officers 
and directors for the recovery of the sums of 
which the roads have been defrauded. They 
have not only taken no such action but 
have condoned and acquiesced in 
these frauds. They have not made or 
attempted to make any preparations to meet 
the indebtedness of the United States ap- 
preaching maturity, which it was known 
could not be met under existing conditions.

He was with 
Via and his fatber, and his testimony cor- 
roborates theirs. He said that Gillaspy 
rested his gun on the gate, took alm fora 
minute and fired the shot which killed 
MeNutt. , 

Rev. D. R. Evans is the pastor of the Bap- 
tist Churen, to which McNutt and Gillaspy be- 
longed, He and Mr. Shaw,a member of the 
same church, visited Gillaspy to ascertain 
his reason for staying away from church. 
Gillaspy replied that he would not have any- 
thing to do with McNutt, and that on 
July 2, the day which he had set to remove 
the partition fence which caused the trouble, 
either he would kill McNutt or McNutt would 
kill him.

HONOLULU, July 8.—Since the new Govern- 
ment has been established and the Howalian 
Republic feels safe from its enemies, it will 
Maka another effort to capture Koolau, the 
leper King who, after routing a detachment 
dme army of the Provisional Government, 
has been prowling undisturbed through the 
tangiead wilderness that covers the steep and 

mountains of Kaual. 

The search for Koolau will be conducted 
With More caution than was the preceding 
adventure, which bad such a fruitless and 
tragic end. | 

The precise time for the start of the expe- 
dition has not yet been selected. 

It is Delieved that with the capture of 
Koolau the armed resistance of the Hawalian 
lepers to the policy of segregation at the set- 
tlement on Molokai will cease. 

It is charged against the monarchy that it 
never made an intelligent and vigorous 
ort to check leprosy, but permitted many 
known lepers to remain at their homes. In 
some districts the lepers organized them- 
selves into bands of outlaws, armed with re- 
peating rifles of the latest pattern, and ter- 
rorised aad preyed upon the other inhabi- 
tants. 

A party ofabout thirty lepers] seized the 
Kalalau Valley in Kauai, the most fertile 
island ofthe Hawaiian group. This valley 
is a cieftin the mountains. There is a nar- 
row opening atthe lower end, leading out 
ofthe valley. At the upper end a gorge 
penetrates some distance into the mountains. 
Down the center flows a considerable stream 
from the gorge, which is fed by smaller 
streams and ravines in the mountain side. 

The mountains which hem in the valley 
are of volcanic rock and rise almost perpep- 
Gicularly to the height of many hundred feet. 
They can be scaled by only twoor three 
paths, and none of these paths is wide enough 
formore than two men to walk abreast. 


Vegetation grows in the crevices of the vol- 
canie rock and fringes the side of the moan- 
tains.

HOW ANDERSON DIED. 
The party withdrew to the abandoned leper 


campand sent thence for reinforcements. 


Larsen and his men Came up, and the next 
morning Larsen, C. B. Reynolds and some 


natives started up the mountain side to get 
Anderson's body if they could. They climbed 
upthe path, and before they came to the 
ledge found the body lying among the ferns. 
it was evident that Anderson had not been 
killed instantly, but had managed to writhe 
down the ledge, and had then dragged him- 
self partiy down the mountain side. He had 
broken off pleces of fern and had thrust them 
into the dullet wounds tin his side. But these 
wounds were necessarily mortal. He was 
lying upon his back with his hands folded 
over his breastand his head resting on his 
cap, Evidently he had felt the approach of 
death and composed himself to meet it. 

Anderson's body was sent back to the 
camp. Larsen and his men advanced to the 
rocky shelftorecover Anderson’s ride and 
other weapons. They found his cartridge 
belt and bayonet, but saw nothing of the 
rife. Concealing themselves inthe under- 
brush, Larsen and his men opened fire on the 
ledge. They could sweep it with rifle balls, 
but fred 9 or seventy shots without pro- 
ducing any visible result. Then they listened. 
They heard nothing but the sound of their 
shots echoing and re-echoing through the 
distant mountains. ine little clouds of. 
white smoke drifted off among the peaks and 
the weird wilderness was silent again. 


THE SOLDIERS REPULSED, 

As there was no reply to these shots it was 
supposed that Koolau and his family had left 
the mountain side. C. B. Reynolds took a 
squad of men and began to climb the ledge. 


The othermen were ordered to cover their 
advance. Reynolas, Corporal Wells ang 
Privates Hirschberg and 4'.cOabe reached the 
summit. As their forms appeared upon the 
ledge two shots were fred simultaneously as 
In the former instance. McVUabe was shot 
through the head, and fell down the ledge 
dead. Hirschberg also fell back and lay 
pronein the undergrowth. Reynolds and 
Wells thought Hirschberg wag retreating to 
cover, and abandoned tuelr exposed posi- 
tion on the ledge to follow him. The cover- 
lug party inthe rear swept the ledge with 
rife balls, Dut Koolauand his wife did not 
fire again, and made no other sign. When 
the fusillade of the soidiers had ceased and 
the last echo died away the mountains were 
as Silent as ever. 

The soldiers retained their positions in the 
undergrowth, facing the ledge, and sent a 
messenger to thecampin the valley. Dr. 
Cooper, the medical examiner, accompanied 
the reinforcements. He found that Hirsch- 
berg, as well as McCabe, had been killed in- 
Stantiy. But he believed that Hirschberg 
had shot himself accidentally. His neck 
where the bullet had entered was powder- 
burnt badly.

power. Col. Olcott, the president 
of the Theosophicai Society was at Agra, 
India, when these charges came to his ears. 
Not having an opportunity to gather ideas 
from his guiding ahatama he wrote in haste 
to Mr. Judge suspending him from his post- 
tion of Vice-President. Mr. Judge, with 
some haste and a great deal of heat, imme- 
diately issued a circular to the 
members of the society, \denying in 
toto the charges that he had 
juxgled with the occult powers. This circua- 
larin due time reached the United States 
with the result that the American section 
called Col. Olcott to order and denounced 
his suspension of Mr. Jadge as without war- 
rant and uncalled for. 3 

By this time all the minds of members 
were stirred up over the matter, and the 
Giscussion over the merits of the 
Judge Olcott Mahatma affair scattered 
over every country where Theo- 
sophy is either a pastime or 
It culminated during 
of July at 
Theosophical 
vatsky Theosophical Hal, in London. 
The matter came up for consideration before 
the genera! couci! of the society July 7. 

The subsequent proceedings were warm 
to a degree. 

Just what happened came out yesterday. 
Mr. Judge appeared before the Council and 
the following charges were delivered, They 
came over the signature of U 
Annis Besant. She also had 

them in India, but as 

came so intangibly and irresponsibly she 
concluded to give them weight by affixing 
her name to them. 

Inasmuch as Mrs. Besant  0»beilleved 
that Mr. Judge was ht in 
nearly all things, may 
seem peculiar, but they do strange things in 
theosophy. Mrs. Besant said in substance 
before the committee that she dia not wish 
to charge Mr. Judge with direct forgery, 
but with giving wane pgm material 
form to massages received psychically from 
the Mahatmes in various ways without in- 
forming the recipients that this information 
was received psychically. Alter this there 
was some trouble deciding which tribunal of 
the society should try Mr. Judge. 

After endless discussion both the General 
Counell and the Judicial Committee decided 
they had no jurisdiction, and it was agreed 
to let doch sides state the case. 
This was done because Mr. Jdse 
had mingled his common occupation of law 
with the higher science ot ra 
He entered a point that 0 
haa never been notified of his 
appointment as Vice-President, and that as 
there was no provision in the society’s arti- 
cles for the trying of individual members 
“or could not try. him, 

This point was overruled, but the next 
floored all hands. It wag that even if he were 
Vice President he wag not answerable to 
charges of falsification and misuse of the 
Mahtamas name and nandwriting, Decause, 
if guilty, the act had been committed as an 
individual and not in his official capacity. 

On July 10 the Judicial Committee, which 
had been asked to find jurisdiction, decided 
also that it had no answer. Ihen it came to 
the discussion Of the charges by both sides 
of the controversy. Mr. Judge did not at- 
tempt to dehy that he had been in com- 
munication with the Mahtamas 
He denied, however, the charge of 
forging the Mahtamas handwriting or mis- 
using the Mahtamas name. He reiterated 
the statement that he does hold 
converse with the Mahtamas, and 
that be is the agent of the 
Mahatmas. He said that the pschyical 
messages fromthe Mahtamas directing the 
work ofthe society and giving advice are 
few, but whatever messages he had received 
from them he had given out. 

Mr. Judge declined to reveal his system, 
but he does not expect to patent it. He gave 
as a reason for his refusal 
that his method might- disagree 
with those of others who were not on 
the same intimate footing with} Mahtamas 

was. But still he denied the 
of any one to question 
enuineness of such messages 
received through him.

BELLAIRE, O., July 2.—An accident oc- 
curred to-day at New Martinsville, W. Va., 
south of here, on the Ohlo River, which re- 
sulted in the instant death of two per- 
sons and the fatal injury of 
one other.

One of the latter guided 
them toa wooden shed in the forest. Be- 
neath this shed were seated fifteen or eigh- 
teen natives, most of them women and chil- 
dren. Luther Wilcox, the _ interpreter, 
expleined the object of the Visit. A native 
named Pa said that fourteen lepers, includ- 
ing Koolau, were hiding near br in the 
mountaing. An old man named Kaaal, an 
ex-Judge, whoalso was afflicted with the 
disease, had not gone to the mountains with 
the others, but was at his house in the val- 
ley. Fa sald the lepers had repeating rifies 
and would fight. 

Pa consented to guide the expedition into 
the Kalalau Valley, but he refused to lead it 


majority ot them were strong, but several 
were much emaciated and were very weak. 


COWKD BY THE SsOLDIE AS. 

All were treated kindly and Wilcox ana the 
Prince took them down ide gorge to the 
military encampment, They had heard of 
the extensive preparations made for their 


capture and seemed to be cowed. Until as- 
sured otherwise by Wilcox, they had feared 
that tue would be shot by the soldiers, be- 
cause Koolau had killed Sheriff Stolz. ‘They 
were fed, and Dr. Cdoper 2 them medical 
treatment. Several rifles in their possession 
were surrenderedtothe soldiers. All these 
people were sent subsequently to Molokal. 

But the most difficult task of the detach- 
ment was not yet performed. Koolau was 
stillfree. A native was sent to Koolau to 
ask him if le would surreniler, but the re- 
doudtable leper had no intention of yielding. 
He replied that he preferred to live inthe 
bush, and if the soldiers should finally drive 
him into a corner he would kill his wife ana 
child and then bimself. As soon as he de- 
livered this message to the native who had 
traced him to his hiding-place, he went 
further into the bush and disappeared. 

How tocapture Koolau was a most vexing 
problem, and the officers thought over it all 
the evening. An hour after midnight Officers 
Reynolds, Hilbus and Mitchell, guided vy a 
leper, went up tothe heart of the valley to 
hunt Koolau. They intended to conceal 
themselves in the underbrush near the 
mouth of the gorge leading into the mount- 
alns and hoped to see Koolau in the morn- 
ing, when he came out after food and water. 
They were well armed and cargied provi- 
sions for several days, but after a long stay 
in the underbrush they saw nothing of Koo-

This evening a car filled with pro- 
visions was sent up to the sufferers at Phillips

THE LEDGE SHELLED.

MORE SOLDIERS. 


Gen. Schofleld Thinks the Standing 
Army Should Be Increased. 


A LESSON, HE SAYS , MAY BE LEARNED 
FROM THE CHICAGO RIOTS. 


All Great American Cities Now Have « 

Large Element of Foreigners Drawn 
Slums-—Folice and 
Cope Witk Them if 


From Europe's 
Militia Cannot 
They Become Rietous. 


Ban HaRBor, Me., July 27.—‘‘Recent 
events have convinced the people of the 
United States that they need more soldiers. 
The man who said this was Maj.-Gen. Scho- 
field, commanding the United States army, 
who is here at the Malvern Hotel. 

„At least, General, the army now, as al- 
ways, is in good condition and ready for any 


emergency?“ was asked. 

‘*OCertainly, my dear sir, but recent events 
have convinced the people thatthey need 
more soldiers. Military men have been 
aware for a long time that the force at their 
command was not large enowgh to deal ef- 
fectively with riotous disorder that might 
extend over a wide area. Consequently 
they have sougbt to interest successive 
Congresses in a measure that would pro- 
vide for the enlistment of a larger number 
of men. Conservative, thoughtful men, 
however, neededthe object lesson Of the 
late strike to persuade them thatthe expert 
soldiers.avere right. Conditions have greatly 
changed since the army Was put on @ peace 
footing and reduced for purposes of economy 
to 25,000 men, its present efficient force. For 
along time the Indlaas were troublesome 
and most of the work for the army was on 
the frontier. To strengthen the cavalry and 
infantry and keep within ourlimits, we were 
forced to deplete the artillery and neglect 
the seaboard defenses. By the bye, do you 
know that to map properly our fortifications 
along the coast would take 85.000 men? Of 
course we could call on the militia to help us 
out in time of foreign war. But a large per- 
centage of men must of necessity be expert 
soldiers to manage the complicated and del- 
icate engines of war now in use. A foreign 
War is a remote possibility, and itis not of 
that Jam thinking now. The conditions un- 
der which we live have greatly changed 
since the civil war. Indian troubles have 
been reduced, and the dangers removed or 
modified by circumstances with which every 
one is familiar. 

‘‘aAgraver problem now presents itself, 
that is how to deal with the depraved vicious 
elements of our new 42 Isa new peo- 
ple advisedly, for while the populatign has 
nearly doubled since the war, itis not inly 
Guetothe increase of Dative citizens, but 
rather to the inflax of foreigners, who have 
been drawn from the poorest, the most ig- 
norant and lawless classes in Europe. These 
people have settied mainly in the cities, and 
belag ignorant of the laws and habits of life 
ana thoughts of the American peopie, know- 
ing nothing and Caring less for the spirit of 
the Constitution, they are a menace to the 
peace and prosperity ofthe country. Of late 
years the duties and responsibilities of the 
Feueral Government have been increased, 
interstate commerce acts have imposed new 
obligations. The great rallway highways to 
the Pacific were specifically made military 
roads, must be keptopen as such as well as 
for the pur pose of carrying the malls. 

Forthe proper performance of its func- 
tions and the enforcement of its rights what 
—— Save that of the army has the 

xecutive at its command? You will answer 
that while municipal authorities have their 
police and State authorities the militia, the 
civil authorities of the United States ha ve 
their United States Deputy Marshals, whom 
they may employ as occasion demands for 
the enforcement of orders by Federal conrts 
and to proteet Federal property. But such 
men, bired for occasions only, are little or 
no value where opposition is. met and they | 
are dened. They are undisciplined. unre- 
liable and not to be depended on. 1 agree 
with Washington that the on) effective 
force is a disciplined force. A fe regiments 
of well-trained soldiers are better than 
an army of irregular, ~» undiscip- 
lined men, no matter how weil 
armed they may be. Washington demon- 
strated this when he formed the Continental 
line. He had been driven almost to despair 
by the failures of his militiamen. From the 
time that he established his line of re ulars 
success ty UT 8» light on his bangers. Under- 
stand me, 1 Am not seeking to discredit the 
State militia of to-day. Kast of the Missis- 
sippl there are to-day found very creditable 
State troops. New York, for instance, has an 
admirable militia, so has illinois. This was 
demonstrated by the National Guards’ con- 
duct during the late troubles around Chicago 
But west of the Mississippi there is scarcely 
any militia worthy ofthe name. The coun- 
try is thinly settled, and in case of lawless 
outbreaks at isolated points, the Governors 
of States know with what diMeuity they can 
bring to the scene of action any considerable 
number of armed men.

Disorders such as those 
we have just gone through may always be 
anticipated.

Beisterous Scenes During a Scheo! Elee - 
tiem in a Jersey Town. 


VINELAND, N. J., July 28.—The first elec- 
tion of school trustees for Vineland under 
the township äct recently passed by the 
Legislature was held yesterday. The women 
madea Ditter fight to exercise the right of 
suffrage, but were defeated, and left 
vowing vengeance against the elec- 
tion Officers responsible for their being 
denied the privilege of voting. The scenes 
at the polls were exciting. Well-dressed 
women pusbed their way through the crowd 
and hurled abusive epithets at Chairman 
Lord and the judges. The balſot- box barely 
escaped smaeghing. Police officers were as- 
sauited, and the riot was quelled with dim - 
culty. The following telegram was received 
by H. W. Wilbur, a prominent woman suf- 


fragist: 
STATE HovusE, TRENTON, July 27, 1894. 


To H. W Wiibur: 

The Attorney-General is of the opinion 
women may vote at all echool elections. 

Signed, A. B. POLAND, State Superintendent. 

Armed with this, and having engaged H. 
S. Alvord as counsel, the women determined 
to elect their candidates, Mrs. Chance and 
Mrs. Briston. Although the recent decision 
of the Chancellor says that women’s suffra ge 
is unconstitutional, the politicians were 
determined that they shoula vote. When 
the polling place was opened yesterday 
an Immense crowd of women and cn. 
dren poured into the buildings. A temporary 
Chairman was appointed and the meeting 
called to order. Rev. W. Gilbert was nomi. 
nated by the equal suffragists, and Charles 
P., Lord, Mayor, was named by the antis for 
Permanent Chairman. At this point the 
tumult reached its highest. The women,sev- 
eral hundred strong, lined up, and march 
ing to the ballot-box, endeavored to cast 
their votes. Capt. McDonald, who was in 
charge, placed his hand over the box, and 
said that only men would De allowed to vote. 
He was hissed. 

A colored woman managed to force her 
ballot into the box and then struggled out of 
the crowd. Charles Kughiey, owner of the 
largest shoe shop in South Jersey, was in the 
crowd, accompanied by his son 
Percy. He tried to reach the box, saying he 
would smesh it to pieces if the women 
could not vote. If you do, I will smash 
your head, yelled Col. Wanzer, while at 
the same time Capt. McDonald grabbed the 
box. Several women escaped serious injury 
in the crush. Policeman Rafferty attempted 
to restore order and was assaulted 5 young 
Kughley. Mis said that Charles Kughiey 
struck the officer. 

Lord was elected chairman and George 
Boynton and Amos Gombar tellers. After 
announcing that no ballots would re- 
celved from women, Mr. Lord opened the 
poils for the election of trustees. Mr. 
Alvord marshalled the women in line, 
and they attempted to deposit their 
ballots, bat the slips were thrown 
onthe floor during hisses. The indignant 
women called Mayor Lord coward and brute, 
and have declared a boycott on Boynton, 
who is in the ice business. An effort was 
made to remove the women and allow the 
men to vote, as it was getting late and the 
polls were to close at 7, and ked like a 
plan to keep theemen from voting, and the 
officers became exasperated. The polis were 
kept open an additional half haar in 
order to give a nember of excur- 
sionists who had gone out of town an oppor- 
tunity to vote. A number of women suffrag- 
iste say they will bring suit against the 
township. They propose to make a test case 
of the election, and decide the question of 
woman suffrage.

Compares It to Pullman and 
Calls It a Workingman's 
Heaven. 


HER EXPOSITION OF K 0. NELSON’S IDEAS, 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-LIsPparTon. 

There is one place in America where the 
labor question seems to have been solved. 
That is in Leclaire, II., one hour’s ride from 
St. Louls. Leclaire ie a town founded upon 
the prineidies ot profit-sharing and co- 
operation. AS an experiment it is not 
only interesting to the employer 
and employed, the student and 
the philanthropist, but to the entire 
United States, which has been forced into a 
realization of the increasing dissatisfaction 
of the unempleyed, the misery of strikes and 
the cruelty of corporations, What the solu- 
tion to it is thousands have asked and none 
have answered. Indeed, the man who coulda 
say what course or what plans would settle 
all wrongs and dissatisfactions would gain a 
higher pinsacle of fame than that ever yet 
reached by man. What I dad seen and 
learned in Pullman had not only converted 
me into a striker, but had left me very 
despondent as to the ultimate fate of the un- 
employed, men and women. Even Gov. Alt- 
geld, who bas the subject very much at 
heart, could only suggest one hope when I 
interviewed him: Let them all stand to- 
gether; it is their only hope. 6 

But standing together seemed to offer 
Strikes, and strikes mean hunger and crime, 
so laccepted most eagerly the suggestion to 
investigate Leciaire, a town wherein 
was promised * perfect solution 
to the labor question. I watched 
very eagerly forthe first glimpse of Leclaire, 
and my rst impression from the car win- 
dow wasthatit was very unlike Mr. Pall- 
man's model“ town. In Pullman the fine 
buildings and the park face the railroad 
and bide the poverty of the flate and 
the squalor from view. At Le- 
Claire the backs of the houses were 
toward the track. They looked very simple 
and country-like, but prosperous and clean. 
That impressed me most. The train slowed 
down enough to permit me to jump off. 
There was no station and that amused me, 
for, excepting the hotel, the station is the 
most artistic bulldingin Pullman. I walked 
across the fields tothe settlement of work- 
shops. They were not imposing to the eye of 
the uninitiated. 


PERFECT WORKSHOPS. 

To one who noticed only the deauty of 
architecture, the factories must look pain- 
fully plain and unassuming. They were only 
one-storied, red briek, and the man who un- 
Gersiood would have explaimed that they 
were the ideal perfection of buildings for 
man to labor in and a workman would have 
called them biessed. Their chief feature was 
windows—big, generous windows—that ad- 
mit as much ligut and air as could 
be obtained under a canopy. Every 
factory has fire sprinklers, electric fans, 
electric lights and steam heat. Could any- 
thing be more ideal tin the way of a building 
for man to labor in? I recalled the pens I had 
seen in New York and elsewhere where 
slaves, male and female, labor in ill-lighted, 
badly-ventilated, foul-smelling fre-traps, 
and I bad an tIrresistibie longing to say to 
them: ‘‘Iknowa place where to labor isa 
pleasure, not an agonizing slave task. 

As I walked through the factories I looked 
it is generally easy 
to judge a man’s condition by 
his face. 1 noticed it sO much 
in Pallman. The men, and more especially 
the women, had a sad, weary expression, as 
if they never had any chaneée to feel lignt- 
hearted andto laugh. But the workmen in 
the Leclaire factories were working away ag 
if work was a pleasure, and those who were 
not actually smiling, did not bear the slight- 
est expression of care. Everybody was busy, 
but no one was afraid to look up. I have 
been in factories where the employed are 
commanded under penalty of dismissal to 
„look steadily at their work when visitors 
are present. 

The absence of a boss“ was a noticeable 
feature. I never before visited a factory 
where I did not see at the very frst moment 
a ‘*boss’’ stationed at a prominent part of 
the factory and watching the workers with 
thecruel eyes of a slave driver. If there 
was a ‘*boss’’ inthe Leclaire factories, I did 
not see him, Every man seemed to be work- 
ing. 1 afterwards learned that 
among the 115 men employed in 
Leciaire, there are only three men who ao 
no actual hargd work. One is the foreman 
and what the others are! neglected to ask. 
I presume one isa shipping clerk and the 
other a bDook-keeper. A.high green hedge, 
with a dividing driveway separated the fac- 
tories of Leciaire from the home part. I 
thought if there was nothing else to recom- 
mend Leclaire the beautifully constructed 
factories would, but when I was once with- 
in the green hedge 1 began to realize the 
beauty of the towa. 


THE HOMES THEY LIVE IN. 

If one expects to find grandeur in Leclaire, 
ones will be disappointed. The town is 
simple and pretty and it wears splendidly. 
The longerl was in Leclaire, the better I 
liked it. The longer I was in Pullman the less 


Iliked it. WhenlI first landed in Pullman 
and saw the ark, the pretty lake, 
the fine station and hotel, the 
impressive front to the shops. 
the arcade, I thought it was all so beautiful, 
but when i walked to the rear of the town 
and sawthe miserable letter“ blocks and 
**‘orick yard’’ frame tenements, I felt like 
tearing down thesham front and showing 
the filth and poverty behind it. But in De. 
claire the more I searched for faults the 
more I became impressed with the perfec- 
tion of the place. 

Tbe streets are not laid out like a checker 
board, with barracks of Drick tenements 
NU ling every sauare, as at Pullman, but wind 
this way and that in pleasing and artistic ir- 
reguiarity. The only brick employed in Le. 
claire are the factory buildings. All the 
houses are frame, as country houses 
should be. They alt occupy lots averag- 
hy wey of an acre and are set 
ba 20 feet or more from the pavement. 
There are no double houses fortwo or more 
families in Leclaire, there are no blocks of 
tenements with from six to a dozen people in 
two rooms as at Pullman. Every house in 
Leciaire is individual, and only one family in 
a house. Along the winding roads I saw the 
two-storied frame houses, prettily painted 
and set in wide lots that were only broken by 
pretty Gower beds or growing trees. There is 
no supervision of houses or streets, as in 
Fullman, and yet everything, just the con- 
trary to Pullman, was the perfection of 
cleanliness. There was that look about the 
little homes that bespoke prosperity and 
happiness, There is no fine hotel to im ress 
the traveler in Leciaire, as there is in Pall- 
man, but visitors Who have heard of the ob- 
ject of the town and are anxious to investi« 
kate ite workings, are not unknown, even all 
the way from France, and it has come to be 
generally understood that they shali be sim- 
ply, unaffectediy and cordi 
come at the manager’s home. 
fatealso. The manager is an 
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town, but I grasped the opportunity to talk 
with the people. | 

The first house I tay Go at was a two- 
story white frame witha very roomy and a 
pretty veranda The windows were all 
0 , the lawn was green and well kept and 
the fower beds were one mass of fragrance 
and color. The entire was 60 pretty 
and home-like that I was anxious to see the 
inhabitants; and had that curiosity gratified 
when the wife, seeing us stop, came out to 
speak to Mrs. N——, the manager’s wife, and 
to offer us flowers. 

NOTHING TO KIOK AT. 

I walked across o another corner where 1 
met a man wind had once worked in Pullman. 
I did not live in the town, though,“ he told 
me promptly, tor times were good, and 


ren with that I could not have paid the big 
ren 8s. 

How do you like Leciaire?’’ I asked. He 
smiled contentedly. 

Ive only been here three months, he 
said promptly, ‘‘and I can’t find anything to 
kick about. 

Do you own your own dome?“ I asked. 

Not yet, but I hope to doso,’’ he replied. 
have six big rooms and bath, a lot 1 120 
where I can have my flowers and vége- 
tabies if I please, and for it I pay 
$12 a month rent. That includes 
water and electric light. It’s nice 
to have your own house and lot,’’ he added. 
„Think of the Pullman people without a bit 
of ground. Next year I dom’t intend to have 
my lawn cut up in flower bDeds. I like a few 
flowers, but I like the smooth green grass.’’ 

Do you own any stock im the company?“ 
I asked. 

Not yet; you seelI wanted to know if! 
likedit first. lexpect to buy a share soon 
now. This man gets $2.%a day. 

I could not help comparing his rent with 
rent in Pullman. The nearest to it in price 
are the five-roomed cottages, bullt in a row. 
The five rooms could be placed inside half of 
his six, so much smaller arethey. Their rent 
is $15 a month, his $i2. They have not a bit of 
lawn nor any ground; he has a lot 100x120. 
Their’s is in a row bullt with front and dack 
doors, side by side, his is a house standing 
alone in a corner lot. —— pay Mr. Pullman 
7icentsa month for running water in the 
Kitchen, he has running water and a bath for 
nothing. They pay $2.25 a thousand for Full- 
man gas, he has electric light for nething. 
This is the highest rent I found in their ac- 
count. Another familly I visited had a lovely 
large cottage, with five Dig rooms and a 
pretty veranda and a very large lot, for 
which they paid, inciuding electric light, 
running water, etc., $10.50a month. 

Rent is lower here than any piace lever 
lived, and I’ve lived in Michigan and st. 
Louls before we came here, the wife said to 
me, I don't want to live any other place. 
My husband has work steady here and the 
pay is just as large.’’ 


REXT COMPARED WITH PULLMAN. 

The smallest rent la their account is fora 
three-room cottage on a lot 100 by 170. The 
three rooms are larger then Mr. Pullman's 
five-roomed cottages. The rent, including 


electric light and running water, is $6 a 
month. Mr. Pullman has three-roomed 
frame cottages. [hey are known ag the 
brick-yard houses. The rooms are so small 
that they will scarcely hold a single bed, 
and the Diack, filthy cellings are so low that 
I could touch them by merely raising my 
arm. For these filthy holes, without water 
or light, witn no he yp and nota Diade of 
grass within their limit, and one public hy- 
Grant for forty-four houses—for these miser- 
able pest holes of three rooms each Mr, Pull- 
man charges $ a month. 

The more I think ofit, the more I wish I 
had been made one of the arbitrators. Iam 
sure the other two would not have missed 
anything in Puliman’s ‘‘model’’ town. 

One of the prettiest houses in Leclaire be- 
longstoan italian, If he had remained in a 
city he would douDtless have had to huddie 
in one tenement room with several 
more families, and he would have 
been called a ‘‘dago’’ and hischildren would 
have played in the gutters inthe daytime 
and slept on the roofs or fire escapes at 
night. But de lives where profit-sharing 
and co-operation is the ruh. He is 
cabinetmaker and gets $2.50 every 
day in the year. e owns a share in 
the factory and one in the store. He 
has a corner lot 100 feet square; and hie five- 
roomed cottage is large, airy and pretty. 
He is paying forit $18 a month, The price of 
his house was $1,400. His children are 
pretty, dright and clean. They attend the 
Kindergarten and have great dig beds of 
flowers. 

Across the street from the Italian family 
live a bride anda bridegroom. He works in 
the factory and planned his own house. It 
occuples a lot 100x140 feet. The house cost 
$1,465 and was built under the direction 
of the young husband. it is one 
of the Prettiest houses in Leclaire 
and will be paid for just the game as 
rent. After working hourstbe young husband 
decorates the interior of his home. He hag 
done all the inside painting, and will dothe 
paper hagging. He and his bride are both 
musical, both good looking. and both as 
happy as the happiest. To tell the happy 
story of one home in Leclaire is but to tell the 
story of them all,just as to lay bare the 
misery of one family in Pullman was to tell 
the story of the entire town. 

THE BAND PLAYED. * 

As twilight lengthened Into night the town 
was lighted instantaneously by electric light 
and a loud burst of music was heard, and 
women and children left their homes and 
strolled up towards the factories. I natural- 
ly fell into line, which ended suddenly at the 
largest buildin in Leolaire. The build- 
ing is called the club-house. 
Upon the lawn near it was the 
band, composed of the young men in 
Leclaire. They played very well, and their 
audience was appreciative. Women and 
girls in light summer dresses, and men 
some without coats and hats, sat and stood 
around on the lawn listening until the Le- 
claire band had exhausted itself. The band 
was very amiable and repeated popular airs 
upon request. 

Can women go into the elub- house I am 
very anxious to see it, I asked, and the 
man to whom I spoke laughed, 

„It is free to everybody, 
presently I went in to see it. 
storied bullding with a Verandah, The 
first thing that greets one on 
entering is a wide and artistic fire- 
place, a handsome bronze dust on a 
pedestal, a glass cabinet and a plano. 
To the right are book cases, contalning from

The kindergarten is also held in the 
elub- house, but a school-house is to be built 
this year. Lectures and entertainments are 
held in the club-house, and quite a number 
of prominent men have lectured there—the 
Rev. Edward Everett Hale being among the 
number.» To the left of the entrance isa 
stairway leading to the floor above, where 
live unmarried men and men whose homes 
are elsewhere. These young Men have a co- 
opérative club, sharing expenses, and are 
extremely comfortable and happy. 

One said to me: ‘‘l never knew what home 
was until I came to Leclaire. 

AMUSEMENTS FREE. 


When the pand stopped playing everybody 
came into the club-house,and those who 
could dance, danced, and those who could 


not enjoyed it just as much looking oa. 
There doesn’t seem to be any jealousy in 
claire, and young men as often danced 
ith married women as With young girls, 
and husbands looked on and were 
weil pleased. Some men wore coats 
and some did not. Some women were 
‘*dressed up“ and some were not, and the 
children were generally barefooted. It was 
a very democratic gathering, and a very 
pretty one to look upon. Everybody was as 
good as his neighbor and everybody seemed 
-natured. I had almost a notion to say 
t was like one big family, Dut big families 
are not ulways amiable when together, I 
went away and left the greater part of 
the village stiu dancing. I went down 
to see t bowling alley. and the few 
dung men who preferred lin 
fag, kewise the billiard room an 
it the co-operative store. The bo 
tire so tse swings and 
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a pound, for the best cuts, and lower prices, 
accordingly. Ham is 12% cents a und. 
suger 18 to 22 pounds for $1, coffee to 80 
cents per pound and flour $3.10a barrel, or 
$1.60 for 100 pounds. Now, how do workmen

MR. NELSON'S DOMINANT PERSONALITY. 

I will explain to you as clearir as Iocan. 
There is a man back of it all, of course. He 
is N. O. Nelson, a plain, unassuming man, 
about 8 feet 5 inches tall and possibly weigh- 
in * pounds. He is somewhere between 40 
and 60 years old and has side whiskers and a 
decided tan. His manner is as unassuming 
as his wearing apparel, and neither could 
be freer from pretense. There is something 
about this N. O. Nelson that prevents one 
knowing whether his eyes are dart or light. 
It is dy the greatest effort I recall his appear- 
ance, and yet I remember vividly every 
word he said to me, and I spent the

im, here are men I have talked 
with whom I could afterwards describe tothe 
very lines in the palms of their hands and 
have not been ableto recall one word they 
saidtome. There is that difference in men, 
and my reader can solve it to suit his pleas- 
ure. his N. O. Nelson is modesty itself. 
He is constantly trying to do good for dis fel- 
low creatures, and he wants to live in ob- 
scurity and be forgotten, He is the friend of 
Rev. EZKdward Everett Hale and ‘‘Looking 
Bact ward’’ Bellamy and numerous other men 
who would like to turn this great big misera- 
bie world into a lovely garden, where every- 
body should work just enough to give the 
blood a healthy circulation. Mr. Nelson 
could have been a very rien man 

Gone HMke Mr. Pullman. But 

not, although like Pull- 

Dullt a model town, and 

Unlike Pullman, he did not name the town 
after himself, and unlike Pullman—but there! 
Mr. Nelson is so totally unlike Pullman that I 
need not point out the difference. Mr. Nel- 
son Wasa farmer boy once; then he was a 
soldier and afterwards was engaged in vari- 
ous businesses. For some years he wasa 
working partner ina manufacturing house 
In st. Louls, and in 1877 hne started ‘‘witha 
pocketful of quarters, ashe expressed it, 
the N. O. Nelson Manufacturing Co. Mr. 
hae gg was always a great admirerof Le- 

re. 


ANNUAL SHARING OF PROFITS. 

In the factories at Leclaire the same wages 
are paid that could be got elsewhere. In 
hiring a man profit-sharing is never mon- 
tioned, and the first mottoof Leclatire is ‘‘in- 


dividual independence.“ Workmen can 
live where they please or howthey please, 
they can Duy stock or not, they can go away 
and come back, and share in the 
promt just the same. Every year, after 
Wages and expenses are pald, capital 
is given a low commercial rate of 
interest, which, as Mr. Nelson says, is capi- 
tal’s wages. At Leciaire capital's wages are 
only 6per cent, which is considered very 
moderate. Then, after this was done, an 
equal dividend was made on wages and cap- 
ital. One hundred doliars of wages would 
receive the same dividend as $100 of capital. 
That was originally started. Now 
2 Ber cent is allowed on wages to 
1 p cent on capital. Originally men 
had to work for the company as much as 
iN months before they shared in the divi- 
Gdends. They were’givenan opportunity to 
invest in stock; and most of them have done 
so. Ashare costs $100 andja man can buy as 
much or as little as he Gesires, or even a 
little fraction ofashare. Mr. Nelson does 
not consider it wise to give something for 
nothing, andas he wished to make men 
assume a responsibility for themselves, 
profit-sharing is now subject toa candition ; 
men can only share in the profit if they lay 
up and invest in the business one-tenth of 
their „ It is a free option. No one has 
to do it. 

During this profit-sharing period men have 
received altogether in aividends 64 per cent 
on theirjwages,equal to7 percent per annum. 
The stock has made 13% percent, 1. e., in 
addition to wages derived trom the profmt- 
sharing, dividends have averaged 7 per cent 
on sach year’s wages, and those who in- 
vested their wages in stock have re- 
ceived in interest and dividendan average 
ot about 18 per cent on their investment. 
Profit-sharing is also in force in the office in 
gt. Louls. Three girls, stenographers, be- 
long to the company. One girl has $700in 
stock. Nearly all the employes own stock in 
the company, although it is optional with 
them. hem an employe quits, if he wants 
to sell his stock the company buys it for 
just the same priee that he paid. ty 

THE CO-OPERATIVE STORE. 

Nine hours used to be the working day, bat 
when times became bad the men matually 
agreed to work ten hours. The pay was not 
reducea and not a day’s work was lost. Une 


hundred and thirty people, adults and chil- 
dren, live in Leclaire in twenty-six houses. 
One hundred and fifteen men workin the 
factories, and new factories are in course of 
erection, which will raise the force to 
225. Nelson has fousd it necessary to pro- 
vide work for girls, so a factory is tobe 
built for them. Besides the business there is 
the co-operative store. „ Anyone who wishes 
éan become a member and a stockholder by 
subscribing for one share. Under 
the co-operative law of Illinois one 
share is all one person may own. 
Members pay for their share as they wish, 
50 cents a week or the entiré amount at once. 
Every quarter stock is taken and net profits 
are returned to members in proportion to 
their purchases. If they don’t buy anything, 
they don’t get anything but the 6 per cent in- 
terest on their capital. 

Every purchase is strictly cash. This saves 
complications and trouble. Even Mr. Neilson 
himself could not get a 5-centa cigar on 
trust. The store-Keeper is paid a salary of 
$41 a month. The co-operative store has 
been in operation two years, and the divi- 
dends returned on purchases have never 
been less than 10 per cent, and have been as 
high as20. One great thing about the co- 
operative store is that there is no 
incentive to cheat in weight, measure or 
quality. Another beautiful thing in Leciaire 
is the Provident Fund. Originally 5 per cent 
of the profits were set aside to provide for 
the Provident, but now the committee, com- 

god of five working men, draw what they 
need and the company charges it to expenses 
at the end of the year. Mr. Nelson 
says that in having the 


committee composed of the employed 


that they will not be unjust to one of their 


owu workers and that they are less lia bie to 
be imposed upon. An allowance is made in 
every case of sickness or death. The general 
rule in sickness is to allow the man $5 a week 
for himself, $2 for his wife and $1 for each 
ebiid. Ifa man dies his funeral expenses are 

aid and the committee takes chargeof the 
amily to see that it is supported 
and the children educated. If a man is pay- 
ing for his house and falls sick all payments 
are declared off antil he is well again, and 
meanwhile the Provident Committee takes 
care of him. Mr. Nelson says he sees no 
reason why the hale and hearty work- 
men of a hale and hearty  institu- 

ion should not take care of its sick. 

here are no working unions in Leclaire, but 
the men in the city belong to unions and so- 
Cleties. Mr. Nelson is very much in favor of 
unions. Association and organization are 
the first principles of organization, says 
Mr. Nelson; union is a protection for lavor- 
ers Who would singly be helpless ia the face 
of combined capital, : 

A PREMIUM ON MARRIAGE. 

Mr. Nelson also believes in encouraging 
marriage. Whenany young man gets mar- 
fied his wages are increased. The Leclaire

When the 
Pullman band applied to him for a small 
loan with whie un s, he 
promptiy asked them what security they 
could give, and even bound their wages over 
for the power he advanced at 6 per 
cent. Mr. elson does not eat meat. 
He considers it brutal to put animals 
allthe torture they must endure to furnish 
man with flesh. Sea food he excepts, for he 
considers the suffering of fst and oysters to 
— small because of their little sensi- 
ty. 

In conclusion, Iwish to beg two men to 
visit Leclaire at an early date. One will see 
what he might have done, the other will see 
the only way to benefit the world, and Doth 
may be benefited.

WANDERING WILLISOI. 


The Erring Clergyman Whe Daped Pert- 
land Peeple and Deserted His Family. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 2.—The erring 
clergyman, Rev. W. A. Willison, who was 
recently captured at Joplin, Mo., has deen 
brought back to Portland by an agent of the 
Thiel Detective Agency, who made the ar- 
rest after a long chase, Last September 
Willison was Presbyterian minister at Pied- 
mont. Before that he had posed as a Meth- 
odist minister in Oregon City and as a Bap- 
tist Minister in other parts of the State. 
When he came to rortiand he built a house 
at Piedmont, in which he and his three 


daughters. whose ages range from 17 to 21 
years, lived comfortably. He preached, oc- 
casionally in Albina and Woodstock, and 
also opened up a real estate office. 

It was in this field that his abilities shone 
to greatest profitto himself. It is claimed 
that he got away with 57,000 by fraudulent 
real estate deals, and that he forged the 
naue of J. Robinson, a prosperous farmer 
living onthe Southern Pacific line, to notes 
aggregating $2,000 or $3,000, and negotiated 
them atalocal bank. From one Rawlinson, 
a poor car-cleaner employed at the Union 
Pacific, he got $1,500, all the man had saved 
from his earnings of years. To the following 
named persons he gave bonds for deeds 
to land in Piedmont, to which he had no 
title, and obfained notes for the sums men-

son, Portland, $400; Frank Steudebaker, Cas- 
tle Rock, $380; F. L. Gum, Castle Rock, $165;

One morning the town became too tropical 
for aim and he remained home for several 
days, under the pretense of naveng broken 
his leg.

Finally, 
the condition of the sick one became so criti- 
cal that she was rémoved to a hospital, 
where she died soon afterwarde The others 
are stillin the city. 

During all the misery of his family, WIilli- 
son was enjoying life in Chicago and other 
Kastern cities with a Mrs. Cora Lambert, 
with whom he eloped from Portland. 

From Chicago Willison went to New York, 
ana thence turough the southern States. 
Detectives were constantly on his trail, and 
at Atlanta, Ga., were but a few hours de- 
bind him. At Atlanta he gave the officers 
the slip for the time deing. But another 
clew was found, and on June 17 he was lo- 
cated in Joplin. Yo prevent a possibile case 
of mistaxen identity a Thiel detective was 
sent down from Portiand and, recognizing 
Willison, arrested him and immediately 
started with him to this city, but was tied up 
in the rallway blockade. 

W hile in Joplin Willison conducted services 
in the churches there and in neighboring 
cities.

Se Far the New Repubiie Has Had 
Smooth Sailing. 


Saw Francisco, July 2.—The steamship 
Australia arrived to-day, six and one-half 
days from Honolulu, bringing advices to 


July 21. . 
Peace prevails throughout Hawaii and the 


new government appears to be Ormiy es- 


tablished. 

The jury system under the new constitu- 
tion is causing some trouble In the country 
districts. The constitution requires all jurors 
to take the oath of allegiance to the new ro- 
publicand to abjure all help in restoring 
the monarchy, in any form. In one 
country ilistrict it has been im- 
possible to get enough jurors to 
serve. Honolulu Royalists having sent out a 
circular stating that no answer had yet been 
received as to President Cleveland’s in- 
tended action and warning natives to kee 
out of politics and to take ao oat 
of allegiance. von 
Royalists, however, hope 
that the commission recentiy sent to 
Washington will be able to accomplish any- 
thing in the ex-Qeeen’s behalf.

History Lovers to Follow Geerge’s Itin- 
erary Through Five States.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 27.—To travel 
in the footsteps of Washington is the 
plan of the University Extension Society 
of Philadelphia during a week or more of 
midsummer.

Specula- 
tion fights shy of the long side, and there is 
nowhere near a legitimate demand for the 
actual article to cope with ever the steady 
and heavy daily receipts, much more the 
and increasing supplies in accumula- 
tive markets. Wheat is pouring into the ac- 
Cumulative centers, as though the country 
Was panic stricken and anxieus to get rid of 
its wheat at any price. Visible stocks are 
piling up in winter wheat markets at an al- 
most unexampled rate. Estimates on the 
next visible supply range from 1,500,000 to 
8,000,000 bu, and there are no indications ofa 
let up in farmers’ deliveries ip the near 
future. It seems to a perfect craze 
to sell. Meanwhile,the domestic and foreign 
buyer holds off, imtimidated by the great 
pression and the one-sided condition of 
the maket. They will hardly come in until 
they are satisfied the worst is over and they 
Are safe at investing in wheat at a certain 
Price. This legitimate demand cannot hold 
of forever. There are no such enormous 
supplies in sight that they can afford to be 
entirely indifferent to the magnificent wheat 
Offered them by the United States at these 
extraordinary cheap prices. And when 
speculation once makes up its mind the 
actual wheat is legitimately wanted at a cer- 
tain price it will soon turn to the long side.

It seems to us prices 
cannot go much lower without attracting 
large investments by foreign capitalists. 

Speculation in corn has been very 
active and market exceedingly irregu- 
lar.

The Modern Miller of Saturday says: With- 
ering hot winds have Dlown from the south- 
west for several days and have seriously in- 
— the corn crop of Texas, Oklahoma, 

cansas, Missouri, Nebraska andlowa. The 

damage isconfined ene to prairie corn- 
flelds, and is particularly destructive to the 
new corn fields, such — new lands in North 
ern Texas, the Panhandle, the erokee 
Strip and Cheyenne country, Western 
Kansas, where wheat is generally pro- 
duced, and the western portion of 
Nebraska. Early corn in Texas 
and Oklahoma has not been injured to any 
great extent. The same is true of the great - 
er portion of Kansas, but in both States and 
Territory mentioned late-sown corn is ina 
critical condition. The damage done the 
Nebraska crop is heavy and almost as bad in 
Iowa. In both these States the hot winds 
came on just as the ear approached the criti- 
cal state. In sections where the soll retained 
the molistare the withering Diast has been 
fairly well weathered and there still re- 
mains the promise of about an average corn 
harvest. in sections where the soll was 
dried out when the hot winds began to biow 
the corn is blighted and will scarcely pay for 
harvesting. Theextentof this damage in 
both Nebraska and lowa, in fact through- 
out the territory mentioned, has been 
greatly exaggerated. A class of news- 
gatherers ingist that Nebraska will only har- 
Vest a quarter of fa corn crop and 
estimates from Iowa range from one to two- 
thirds ofan averagecrop. Our information 
shows that a scant 25 per cent of the Nebras- 
ka corn acreage presents the appearance of 
being killed. More than that proportion 
shows evidence of injury, but with reason- 
able weather from now on much that to-day 
appears badly injured will mature. Iowa 
has sustained less damage, area considered, 
than Nebraska, and the same is true of Kan- 
sas, though many tzousands of acres in each 
of those States are hopelessly injured, The 
extent of this damage in Nebraska and Iowa 
has likely been exaggerated. Reports are 
both sensational and conflicting, but gen- 
erally tend to more widespread injury than 
we are willing to admit of. It generally 
happens that sudden changes in the condl- 
tion of a growing cerealcrop are magnified 
and this case will hardly be an exception. 
Instead of predicting a half crop or less for 
the territory comprised by Texas, Oklahoma., 
Kansas, Missour!, Iowa and Nebraska, as is 
being freely done, the Modern Miller is con- 
vinced that there is still a reasonable pros- 
pect of 78 per cent of an average corn har- 
vest.

HOW WALL STREBT FINANCIERS RE- 
GARD THE SITUATION. 


One-Third of Railway Mileage of the 
Country Now in the Hands of Be- 
cofvers—Stooks and Bonds Stagaant— 
Money Cheap, But No Demand for 18. 


Nu York, July 8. - An early settiement 
of the tariff is still set first in the category of 


uf Detter times. Almost Invariably it has 
proved that the expected event, on its ful- 
fillment, has failed to exercise the looked 
forinfiuence. Thus the repeal of the Sher- 
man law was discounted in a brief spurt 
before the President had signed it. The bet- 
ter market to follow the collapse of the coal 
strike and the great rallway strike falled to 
materialize. Both appeared of such impor- 
tance at the time that the tariff readjustment 
was relegated to second place, but it has 
forged to the front again, and from talk one 
would think that with the question out of the 
way every factory will at once start up, 
trade will revive, and the depression balance 
be at once over. Perhaps prosperity will re- 
turn when business is freed from the uncer- 
tainty. Every one hopes so and certainly 
the settlement of the tariff! is necessary 
before it can revive. But that that event 
will of itself accomplish it is by no means 

In financial affairs there is work to be done 
which, if well done, will hasten the return 
of prosperity. Until disposed of there is no 
use looking for help in the future. One-tbird 
of the railway mileage of the country is in 
the hands of receivers and the securities are 
naturally depressed in value, and in the mar- 
ket act as a dead weight on the others. There 
will be no prolonged better market for bonds 
and stocks until this wreckage is cleared 
a way and the dead securities replaced by 
new issues representing changed conditions. 
While there are in the field committee after 
committee charged with the task of reorgan- 
izing the finances of the bankrupt roads, it 
may be seen that the greater part of them 
standin the relation of Opponents to the 
plans of other committees, It is gdignificant 
that among the committess are now appear ; 
ingthe names of railway lawyers. Almost 
the first requisite of a successful committee 
is its financial ability to take care of the 
heavy disbursements involved in the work. 

Thus the Atchison needs, according to the 
plan of the regular committee, the cnormous 
sum of $17,000,000. This amount ha’ been 
underwritten by the committee and their 
associates. It is impossible to say now wat 
the cash requirements of thé Union Pacific 
or the Northern Pacific may be. But the 
membership of the regular committee in 
both cases isa guarantee that the sums 
necessary, Whatever they may be, can de 
raised should the junior interests decline to 
furnish them. Security holders, who by 
their fallure to give support to the regular 
committee are delaying the progress of re- 
organizations, should be careful in discrim!- 
nating between the claims orf the regulars 
andthe guerillas. A favorite argument of 
the opposition in the case of NorthernPacific 
in that the interests of the higher mortgages 
are antagonistic to those of the consolidated. 
Although a clearer notion of the relations of 
the different liens on the property would 
show the falsity of this statement, even in 
case it were true, the rights ofthe different 
mortgages can be better enforced through 
one joint, strong committee than through 
different ones all pulling in opposite direc- 
tions. The branch lines of the Northern Pa- 
cific controlled under the consolidated mort- 
gage were once thought worth acquiring, 
and the recent investigation into their 
purchase failed to disclose the irregu- 
larities so loudly proclaimed at the time. 
Several of these bDranches connect with the 
Great Northern as well, and if divorced from 
the Northern PacifiC would naturally turn 
over to the former business originating in 
their territory. Lhe necessity for the pres- 
ervation of the system as an entirety is, in 
fact, generally recognized. Hencethe fore- 
closure, when it becomes necessary, must 
— be under the consolidated mort - 
gage. It seems clear, in short, that not 
only in this case, Dut in all the others, the 
first thing necessary is unity of action by all 
interested. Next, a committee whose mem- 
bers possess both the recognized ability to 
evolve and carry outa pian of reorganiza- 
tion should receive the support of ali the 
bondholders. That in each of the reorgani- 
zations now planning the regular committee 
are entitled to this support is shown by the 
character of the opposition, if by nothing 
else. 

The stock market has deen marked only by 
stagnation. In the early rt of the week 
the course of prices was influenced to a con- 
siderable extent by the disclosures in regard 
tothe management of the Atchison affairs. 
The statement by the expert accountant that 
he had found items involving about $7,000,000 
had been wrongly charged, é¢xcited appre- 
hension. The supposition that the rebate 
system to which a part of the irregularities 
were due was practiced by other roads in the 
same section of the country eaused decided 
weakness in the securities of the Southwest - 
ern roads, In addition to depress- 
ing the railway list, they gave 
rise to doubt and uncertainty to investors 
at home and abroad. These apprehensive 
feelings can only be offset by A clear aud 
honest disclosure of the facts in the case and 
the report of the accountant, who is still at 
work on the Eastern books of the company, 
is, therefore. waited for with interest. After 
the immediate effect of the news had dulled 
to some extent dealings in railway securities 
relapsed into insignificance aud tke stock 
market for the latter part of the ek con- 
sisted chiefly in transactions in industrials. 

The gold shipments ofthe past week, fol- 
lowing as they did, and in increased amount, 
the exports of the preceeding week, have 
also constituted a negatively depressing 
factor. The condition of the exchange mar- 
ket can bardly be said to foreshadow a 
speedy cessation of the aut ward movement, 
but the rapidity and steadiness with which 
the treasury gold balance is failing toward 
$50,000,000 renders more certhin an issue of 
bonds which will put the Government’s 
finances in a more stable condition, and will 
contribute largely toward @ renewal of con- 
fidence. The business situation in general, 
the conditions of which the stoek market re- 
fiects, remains unchanged. Money is now 
about as cheap as it can „ Dut 
there is no demand for lt. even at the pres- 
ent rates. f 

BEWILDERED BY CONGRESS.

FACTS LAID BEFORE THE PRESIDENT 
- AED THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


| The Cireuit Court of Appeals Reauired to 
Hold a Session Bach Year in St. Louis 
-% Resident Judge if Appointed 
Outside of Missouri—Objections te 
Ramses and Arkensas. 


WASHINGTON, July 28, — Representative 
Cobb made a strong argument to-day with 
the Administration why the additional Judge 
for the Eighth Judicial District should come 
from Missouri. He laid before the President 
and Attorney-General facts and reasons 
bearing on the case as follows: 

Under the act creating the Circuit Court of 
Appeals that eourt is required to hold a ses- 
sion each year inthe City of st. Louis, and 
St. Louis is the only place in the circuit 
where the court is dy law required to be 
held, although the judges are al- 
lowed to hola sessions elsewhere in 
the circait. The records of the court 
are keptthere. The printing of the records 
is done there and at least one Judge of the 
court ought to reside there. Kvery lawyer 
recognizes the force and the justice of this 
argument. 

A RESIDENT JUDGE KEEDED. 

There is no hope that either Judge Cald- 
well or Judge Sanborn will ever take up their 
residence in that city, nor is it at all likely 
that the new appolatee will do so if he is ap- 
pointed from outside of Missour!. His natural 
disposition will be to have the Court of Ap- 
peals to hold one or two sessions per year 
in the State where he resides, even though it 
pets St, Louis at a disadvantage and mem- 
bers of the Dar to some inconvenience. 


It seems to me., said Mr. Cobb, ‘*that 
the largest and most pular State in the 
circuit, which has within its borders not 
only the largest city in thecircuit, but the 
Oofth city in on in the United States, 
ought to be resented om the Circuit 
Bench, and an the lawyers in the circuit, 
as I irmiy believe, recognize ana acknowl: 
age thisfact. Other parts of the circuit 
certainly have no cause to complain of their 
present representation on the denen 
of tho Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Justice Brewer is by lawa member of that 
court, site with it every spring, and he 
comes from Kansas, about the central part 
of the circuit. Little Rock, where Judge 
Caldwell resides, is 300 miles from St. Louis. 
It ie very inconvenient for lawyers from 
lowa, Kansas and Missouri to go there, and 
his residence at Little Ruck is of no more ad- 
vantage to the St. Louls bar than if he lived 
at St. Paul or Denver. 


PREFERENCE OF THE LAWYERS. 

The great majority of all the lawyers in 
the circuit who practice in the Circuit Court 
and in the Court of Appeals would much 
rather come toa great city like St. Louis to 
find a Cireult Judge when they have business 
to presentthan to go to almost any other 
point on the circuit. In short, the geograph.- 
icalargument, rightly viewed, is all in favor 
of Missouri. 

JUDGE THAYER. 

Ir Missouri is not entitled to this place it 
would be dimcult to make good its title to 
anything. On the score of age Judge Thayer 
has the advantage over all candidates 
named by at least ten or twelve years. Judge 
Thayer has been detalled on the Court of Ap- 
peals fortwo years, and is thoroughly post- 
edon the duties of that position, and his 
eminent qualifications for the position are 
beyond all question.

Atthe junction point isa 
little settlement, also called Woo Sung, 
where are also the forts which defend the 
approaches to the city of Shanghai, which Is 
situated on the Woo Sung twelve miles up 
the stream, I. e., south of the Woo Sung set- 
tlement. Now the great river is so wide at the 
mouth andthe northern channel is so far 
off from the southern that a hostile man-of- 
war could steal in before the strong forts at 
Woo Sung could level their guns on her. It is 
proposed to block the northern channel so 
that all ships entering the Yang-tze will be 
commanded by the guns of the Woo Sung 
forts.

Our Health Officers Warned From Ja- 
pan and China. 


THOUSANDS DYING AND UNBURIED 
IZ CANTON ARD OTHER CITIES. 


Microbes in Goods Fromthe Orient May 
Develop Bere—The Disease Is Infeo- 
tious and Not Confined to Chinemen— 
Mot Enough Ooffins in Canten and 
Hong Keng—Sickening Seenes in the 
District Swept by the Pestilence. 


Wasninetorn, July 28.—The black plague 
continues its ravages in China, where it 
broke out in a violent form in May, and it 
as spread atan alarming rate. Thousands 
of deaths per week now result from the 
 @isease, which strikes down its victim with- 
out warning and appears in the most unex- 


pected places. 

Several fallacies in regard to the plague 
Dave been dissipated with its alarming in- 
Grease. One of these was that it attacked 
} Ohina men, and that Europeans were 
safe. The black plague has killed off Capt. 
. O. Vesey of the English Shropshire 


Guards, stationed at Hong Kong. and several 


of the soldiers of the regiment have been 
 pumbered among its victims. The European 
 gesidents of Hong Kong and Canton are ina 
Stats of the greatest alarm, and those who 


. 4 l 
‘ could leave these cities have done so. 


But a still more @larming feature of the 
plague is the possibility of its reaching the 
United States. 
There is reason to believe, in the light of 
_ events the particulars of which have leaked 
out, that this dread epidemic, which is now 
the whole medical world, 
respect be regarded as 
@ifferent in its public dangers from 
the Asiatic cholera, against whieh such 
stringent quarantine regulations were adopt - 
ed here two years ago. Any ship from China 
is likely to bring it in. One ship has already 
reached this country from China,upon which 
a death from the black plague occurred while 
she was at sea. That was the Pacific Mail 
‘Steamer Peru.

and other infected cities? 


IT MAY SPREAD HERE. 
Dr. Stuart Eldridge, who is the Health Om 


. cer of the port of Yokohama and a member 


of the Imperial Board of Health of Tokio, 
has already sent to this country a warning. 
He says: The most stringent measures may 
need to be taken to protect the United 
States. He foresees the possibility of the 
disease coming into this couptry in goods 
from China. Dr. Eldridge recommends 
that the utmost precautions be taken with 
such infected goods as rags and old cotton. 
He also mentious such manufactured articles 
as are made inthe native workshops, with 
perhaps a case of plague dying in the same 
room, Among these goods Dr. Eldridge men- 
tions straw matting, embroideries and every 
sort of textile fabric. These facts have been 
laid before the Marine Hospital Bureau at 
Washington. 

It appears from the report of Dr. Eldridge 
that the scourge is one pf the most fearful on 
record, having its greatest hold at the port 
of Hong Kong, which is the New York of 
China, and whence many vessels sal) for 
America. The disease broke out in Canton 
late in February, according to the report of 
Dr. xldridge, and about the same time it 
was epidemic at Pakhol, a port not often vis- 
ited by Europeans. eo | March and April 
it steadily increased, until, he says, it as 
sumed gigantic proportions, yet the Eastern 
authorities manifested their customary in- 
difference. ; 

THE DEATH RECORD IN CHINA. 

‘*Although Hong Kong is the center of 
trade in the East, writes Dr. Elariage, 


**but a half day’s journey from Canton and 
in constant communication therewith, the 
existence of the danger is ignored. 
Several cases ap read in Hong Kong 
during the first days of May, but not 
until the h of that was 
any official action taken. It has steadily in- 
creased in that place despite the exodus of 
100,000 Chinese and many Europeans. The 
natives in most cases have left on feeling the 
first symtoms of the disease, in the hope of 
dying in their native villages, while a dozen 
Kuropeans have been attacked and most of 
them have died.“ * 

„From Canton and Hong Kong, writes 
Dr. Eldridge, the disease is spreading 
through the neighboring country and will 
probably soon * in the cast towns of 
China north of Hong Kong, because, from 
the carelessness in those parts, no effective 
quarantine is likely to be established. 
United States Consul Seymour at Canton 
has written to the Secretary of State at 
Washington some of the facts in regard to 
the plague. He estimates that the total 
number of deaths during the montana of May, 
and up to June 9,excebded 1,000 in Hong Kong, 
including the deaths of foreigners. The total 
number of deaths at Canton for the entire 
period since the end of February, 
could not, he said, be less than ten thou- 
sand. The steamer Empress of China from 
Tokio, Which arrived at Vancouver on July 
4, brought che news that the plague at 
Hong ong 
spreading, 
had succu 


the officers of the 
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Kong. The Canton newspapers report * 
about 4,000 deaths. The plague is spreading 
instead of diminishing, and I spent only two 
—— a half hours on shore during the whole 
trip.“ 

The news brought to San Francisco dy the 
steamship Belgic illustrates the frightful 
mortality of the disease. It showed that 
there were 500 new cases of the plague at 
Hong Kong for one week and that the deaths 
numbered 400. This proportion of four deaths 
out of every five cases has even been ex- 
ceeded in other parts of the Empire. 

It is belleved in Hong Kong that the pesti- 
lence is the same disease which ravaged the 
whole world about the fourteenth century 
under the name of the black death, and 
which unner the name of the plague — oe 
Europe so fearfully again in 1685 as descri 
by Daniel Defoe. Inthe fourteenth ceatury 
it Killed off 18,000,000 people in China, 
24,000,000 in other Oriental countries and not 
Jess than 256,000,000 in Europe. Germany 
alone had 1,244,434 recorded deaths trom this 
cause. Italy had quite one-haif of its entire 
popuiation swept away, and in London, then 
a comparatively small city, there were not 
less than 100,000 victims. 


BURNING THE DEAD. 

Reports from China show thatthe disease 
is directly infectious, spreading rapidly from 
every place of its appearance, and that 
simple Durning of the dead isa most serious 


problem. Often the pall-bearers, who are 
paid to carry the coffin to the grave, are 
Striken withthe dread disease on the way, 
and of the four who start out with the bod 
only one or two return. There are not cof- 
uns enough in Canton at present. 
The givirg away of coffins has been 
undertaken by charitable associations, one 
of which reports having distributed 2,000 
domus thus far. In some places the Dabies 
are not buried at all and the baby towers are 
full. These baby towers are little buildings 
with windows gear the roof. The Dabies are 
laif{on the windows and pushed inside to 
decompose. Many of the dead at Canton 
have no burial plot and their coins are left 
on the top of the ground. 

The very air in Canton is laden with the 
pestilence, It is said that the Pearl River, 
which flows past the city, and upon which 
hundreds of thousands of people live in 
boats, contains meny floating corpses. At 
one of the gates of the city the other, day a 
man took a box and dropped a casu“ into 
it every time a coffin sed. Atéo’clock in 
the arternoon he counted 140 cash in the box. 

A thief entered a house in Canton in which 
a whole family had died of the plague. He 
was stricken while im the act of robbing the 
dead, and a day or two later his body, with 
the plunder upon it, was found lying in the 
house. All the ts in Canton and Hon 
Kong are dead or dying. The first sign o 
the plague was when they crawled out of 
the sewers and began to jump up in the air, 
This fact was at once reportedto the man- 
darins, whorheld a meeting, knowing well 
what it meant, They felt that they could do 
nothing, folded their hands, saying ‘‘the 
will of God be done, and let the plague take 
its course. 


SUPERSTITION AND FEAR. 
Even the most enlightened of the Chinese 


show & superstitious tear in the presence of 
the dreaded plague. They refuse to assist 
the European doctors, and have accused 
them of killing Chinamen in order to make 
medicine out of their eye-balis. This absurd 
story is believed by the ignorant masses, who 
thwart the efforts of the sanitary officers 
in overy way. In the crowded sections 
of Hong Kong the houses open into each 
other, and the deau and sick are carried 
along from house to house when the authori- 
— a. —ê. ware of the authorities — 
Ostop the gue was 
— oo r se — the natives 
uld only go toa native h tal under na- 
tive management, and gs th tened a 
serious riot until this was tod. * 
The Chinese doctors 
many of them bave 
while » the house 
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adopting the common-sense recommenda- 
tions of European physicians. These include 
a removal to the hills of the healthy part of 
the town, cleanliness and fresh air, 

The official figures are utterly antrustwor - 
thy and the authorities endeavor to conceal 
the existence of the plague as long as poses! 
Die. The only way to approximate the num- 
ber of deaths in Canton has been to count 
the coffins, and it is thus Known that 6,000 
deaths occurred in the Mobammedan quar- 
ter of that city alone, while a for- 
eign missionary resident there es- 
timated that : deaths had 
occurred. It is believed by many that the 
fondness of the Cantonese for rats as an ar- 
ticle of food has spread the plague. British 
soldiers, however, do not eat rats, and the 
European residents would not lee to the 
mountains and take the first steamer dome 
if they were in no danger.

LEARNING TO SWIM. 


We shall now suppose that, having care. 
fully allowed the instructions given in last 
Sunday's Post-Disratou,you areabletoswim 


a distance of fifty or 100 yards witheate. By 
constant practice and by observing faith- 
fully the two principal rules; to be confident 
and to go slows you will have little trouble 
in gradually increasing this distante unti! 
you will become what is called a long dis- 
tanceswimmer, We shall next turn our at- 
tention to diving. 

Before attempting to dive it is extremely 
important that vou should Know the depth 
of the water and the nat- 
ture of the bottom, The water 
s ould be at leust ten feet deep, with a sandy 
bottom, and there shoul be no rocks or hii- 
den projections inthe nelighoorhood. Fully 
one-half of the Growning accidents that you 
read ofevery summer result from the diver 
striking bis head on some hard substanee, or 
vecoming entangled ina hidden snare. And 
it makes no difference how good a swimmer 
vou are. you have an excellent chance of 
drowning when you are unconscious or 
caught beneath the surface. It is, therefore, 
advisable to select some place for diving 
where the water is very deep, for here there 
is the additional advantawe that the water 
is heavier, and consequently more buoyant.

Treading Water. 


Many learners hes tute to dive for the frst 
time tor fear that they will never come up. If 

ou are troubled this way, you need be so no 
onger, for the human boar os so constituted 
that it is bound to rise to the top after being 
plunged beneath the surface. In fact, God 
seems to have designed us to swim, with the 
exercise of a little effort on ourown part. It 
is the little effort that bothers. But in dtv. 
ing. you will be obliged to make no effort at 
allafter you have taken the plunge. You go 
down toa certain depth and then your body 
is buoyed upward with an irresistible force 
untill your head comes out of the water with 
a sudden pop. 

Having found a proper spot, take a deep 
breath, hold the arms Out straight before 
your chest, with the hands near together, 
bend over until you almost kneel, and then 
let yourself go, head foremost. You will 
descend probably six or eight feet. Then 
your head will come up. your feet go down, 
andinthis position you will rige to the sur- 
face. Shake your head free of water, and 
strike out for the float, or float, or whatever 
you dive from. 

At first you will go down pretty far; and 
you will imagine that it takes a long time to 
come to the top, but never fear that you will 
not met there all right. the dive may be 
made more quickly by suddenly curving the 
back in and under. It is especially impor- 
tant in making the plunge that you should 

odown simost perpendicularly. Be care- 

ul not to fan on the stomach and chest, as 
this ts often painful, and sometimes danger- 
ous. When under the water open your eyes, 
so that you may avoid any hidden danger. 
After awhile you will become so adept that 
— will be abie to pick up bright objects 

rom the bottom, provided the bottom is not 
too far away. 

It is always best, as stated above, to begin 
the dive from a kaceling posture, as you will 
thereby be more sure of going in head frst. 
Afterwards you may take high dives. Some 

sons find a great deal of pleasure in div- 
„and seldom do anything else in the 
water. But do not dive too often at first, as 
it may give youa headache. And re ber,

that the arms are moved above the head, 
and the head itself is pointed downward, 
This will come only with practice. When 
you are swimming deep Deneath the surface 
and wishtocome to thetop, raise the head 
and beat the water down with the palms. 
In swimming under water it is necessary to 
first expel all the air from the lungs in ac- 
cordance with the principle before stated. 

After learning these accomplishments you 
may fairly consider yourself a good swimmer 
and will be able to plek up many other tricks 
which need not be explained here.

It Has Ite Formal Opening on the Union 
Trust Tower To-Morrow Evening.

Take the toad too, He has no doubt for 
centuries been content to grovel upon the 
ground until his efforts to soar are greeted 
now with biting sarcasm and coarse 
laughter. Yet who shallsay that tue goose 

pimples on the back of the toad did not at 
one time contain the glorious plumage of a 
sweet-voiced bird? 

We should learn from this not to be too 
easily content. A certain degree of discon- 
tent is necessary to ambition, and ambition 
is necessary to progress and promotion. 
Who knows but what the common warty 
toad once flitted through the foliage of the 
forest or chased the butterfly across the 
wild sweeps of boneysuckle and rose? Who 
knows but that at first he ate too much and 
loafed about in the shade for a few days, 
and finally that he preferred. complete rest 
all the time, until feather by feather his 
wardrobe fell away during the fight of 
swift moving centuries, and until one fine 
morning he found himself naked and fat, 
with fabby rudimentary fiying muscles 
only, and witn his huge olive green 
stomach resting on the wet clay? Let 
us look into this and be not content with 
dead beetles that have perished perhaps 
with some contagious disease when by 
swiftly soaring into the track of the honey 
laden and busy bee we may have a pleasing 
morsel without risk of malaria. 

This leads us to speak of the buzzard, an- 

other bird that will no doubt in a few more 
centuries become a reptile, his head and 
neck now being entirely bereft of plumage. 
Why is this? Merely because be is not ambi- 
tious. He waits patiently for a dead horse 
rather than supply himself with juicy worms 
and feeling that at all times he is not afraid 
to look a man in the eye. Did you ever see a 
buzzard that could look you in the ere? No, 
sir. He can’t do it upless very high in 
the sky. 
The buzzard of North Carolina only lives 
well along the line of bad roads, where dead 
horses freight the gale and call the attention 
of the thoughtless passersby to the fact that 
they are dead, but not forgotten. With better 
roads half our buzzards would have to go to 
work again or starve. 

The buzzard is called by ornithologists the 
buteo of the order raptores and family fal- 
conidm. It has a peculiar bill, whieh bends 
from the base and is not notched. It re- 
sembles the eagle and falcon in size, Dut has 
a peculiar carriage when on the round, its 
gait resembling that of a cat whose feet 
have been incased in paper overshoes. The 
bugzard is lacking in courage. He has a 
bearing very much like that of a New Lors 
police captain whois going up the elevator 
to lick the editor, but his breath is favored 
differently. 

The buzzard measures about four feet from 
tip to tip and looks best when aboutone and 
a half miles up above the world so high like a 
skeeter inthe sky. Then he is graceful and 
symmetrical. But when he is half concealed 
in the thorax of a dead horse everybody ex- 
cept his warmest friends shun him. 

The American buzzard is called Buteo vul- 
garis. It 16 so untidy in eating that a wise 
Providence has seen fit to deprive it of 
whiskers and courage.
